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Client not getting 'proper medical attention* 
Attorney fighting to get 
James Stavros out of jail

Tho attorney for convicted Wheeling 


pqllllcnl boss James Stavros, In an 
apparent effort to get his client out of 
prison, has charged that Stavros is un- 
justly being classed a "special offender" 
by the Justice Dept. 


Joel Murray, Stavros' attorney, mado 


the charges In a motion filed Thursday In 
U.S. District Court. Included in tho mo- 
tion wcro charges that Stavros Is not re- 
ceiving proper treatment for medical 
problems and should bo allowed to travel 
homo to visit his physician. 


A spokesman for the Federal Bureau 


of Prisons in Washington D.C. told The 
Herald Thursday the charges arc untruo 
nnd ho docs not know why Murray thinks 
Stavros has been given tho "special of- 
fender" designation. 


He sold there are numerous reasons a 


prisoner might bo designated as a "spe- 
cial offender." Those who pose a security 
risk, have prior prison records, are wit- 
nesses In an upcoming trial or arc yet to 
stand trial on stale charges may get the 
designation, the spokesman said. 


"A special offender is a guy who we 


have to keep under wraps and have to 
keep track of In our central office," he 
said. "Very often people affiliated with 
organized crime are designated as spe- 
cial offenders, but there are other rea- 
sons for placing persons In this status." 


STAVROS, WHO pleaded guilty last 


April to extorting $02,000 from three 
Wheeling developers and filing a false in- 
come-tax return, Is serving a four-year 
term In tho federal prison in Lexington,

U.S. Attorney's office dropped eight addi- 
tional charges against Stavros, including 
alleged extortions totaling $121,250. 


Murray said he has information that

"Wo have been told by a con- 
fidential source, which I'm not free to 
divulge, that he hus bocn placed in this 
classification," ho said. 


Tho attorney charges in the motion 


t h a t because of the classification, 
Stnvros has been denied a furlough from 
prison and probably will have difficulty 
getting a parole. "I don't think there is 
any question that this is the case and I 
intend to substantiate it in court," ho 
said. 


The prison bureau spokesman said, 


however, that federal law only allows 
furloughs for prisoners who have a year 
or less of their sentence to serve. Stavros 
went to prison last June, thus leaving

Assistant U.S. Atty. Steven J. Kadison 


said Thursday he does not know if 
Stavros is designated as a "special offen- 
der," but said his office did not make 
any promises to Stavros. For that rea- 
son, he said, his office will oppose. Mur- 
ray's motion. 


When asked to define the "special of- 


fender" 
classification, Kadison said, 


"It's for bad people, usually someone 
who is connected with organized crime. I 
don't know if this would apply to him 
(Stavros) or not." 


Warden Lawrence Grossman of the

problem and chronic sinus condition. Of- 
ficials said Stavros would receive better 
medical attention at the Lexington pris- 
on. 


MURRAY SAID Stavros fears that be- 


cause of the motion filed Thursday, fed- 
eral officials may punish him by trans-, 
ferring him from Lexington, a minimum 
security prison, to a maximum security 
facility. In the motion, he asks that the 
government not be allowed to transfer 
his client. 


A hearing on Murray's motion has 


been continued to Jan. 15 when It will be 
considered by U.S. District Court Judge 
Hubert Will.

So you can't get your motor 


running? Don't like your job? 


Buddy, you've got THE BLAHS

It hits everyone at one time or an- 


i other — that tired, draggy feeling. 


The alarm rings and although you 


went right to sleep after the 10 
o'clock news, you wonder where 
you'll get the energy to face a new 
day. You roll around, groaning. Not 
even a shot of Geritol or a dose of 
Vitamin E will help start those old 
motors running. 


You've got THE BLAHS, buddy, as 


some television commercials will tell 
you. Or the blues or whatever else 
you want to call it. Now is a particu- 
larly good time for them to strike: 
Christmas is over and ahead is cold, 
dark, dreary, dismal winter. Espe- 
cially for people who don't like to 
ski. 


"The most common cause of fa- 


tigue or malaise — not feeling up to 
par — is infectious disease like a 
cold and bronchitis or a condition 
like anemia," said Dr. Donald Sell- 
ers, psychiatrist a Lutheran General 
Hospital, Park Ridge. 


"The second most common cause 


is a depression indicated by a loss of 
interest, feelings of inadequacy and 
sleep disturbances. Even if you sleep 
eight hours, you can be tired. It's a 
restless sleep." 


THE MOST COMMON times for 


this kind of mental depression is the 
fall and the spring although psy- 
chiatrists aren't sure why, Sellers 
said. 


"It starts after Thanksgiving and 


from then on its gangbusters on 
through New Year's," he said. "The 
holidays are a time for bringing up 
the good tilings and the bad things 
from childhood. People get depressed 
when something bad or something 
joyous 
happens. 
If 
it's 
joyous 


there's a letdown. People always 
want to prolong a good time." 


Being tired, being depressed is not 


restricted to the holiday and post- 
holiday season. "I'm tired" is some- 
thing you hear from friends and co- 
workers throughout the year. 


" 'I'm tired' is often a smoke- 


screen for what's really bothering 
people. They say that rather than tell 
how they really feel," said Dr. Sta- 
nislaw Maslanka, psychiatrist on the 
staff at Fqrest Hospital, DCS Plaines. 


Take the man who is heavily in 


debt and worried about where his 
family's next meal is coming from. 
He walks around slumped, without a 
smile. 


"You ask him what's wrong and 


he'll sny 'Oh, I'm just tired,' " Mas- 
lanka said. "People who are really 
hurting will use the conventional 
phrase and everyone accepts it." 


MASLANKA OUTLINED several 


reasons for that tired feeling. After 
the holidays, people can experience 
real fatigue caused by extensive holi- 
day preparations and cramming of so- 
cial gatherings into two weeks. 
People who are alone or lonely are 
often tired and feel apathetic and dis- 
interested, he said. People who are 
bored often feel tired. They are af- 
raid to take the risk to make changes 
In their lives that would alleviate the 
boredom," he said. 


"When too many emotional de- 


mands are made on you and you

have too many standards to meet, 
you tend to shield yourself against 
the impact," Maslanka said. "In- 
stead of jumping out of bed in the 
morning arid deciding right away 
how to meet the day, a person may 
move slowly to get ready to face the 
day. Then later as decisions come up 
he will begin to-wake up, Maslanka 
said. 


"Everything we do is designed to 


keep us comfortable and on on even 
keel," he said. 


CONVERSELY, 
SAID 
Sellers, 


there is a weekend depression, espe- 
cially for the conscientious person 
who gets great satisfaction from his 
work. 


"They mope around and they 


sleep. One of the best treatments for 
that is to clean out the garage or 
wash the car or do something else 
you've neglected and feel guilty 
about," he said. 


Whatever you do, don't panic if 


you've got the blues, advise both doc- 
tors. Everyone suffers the malady. 


Plan things for the future, advises 


Maslanka, who recently got a mental 
lift by going through seed catalogs 
planning his spring garden and flow- 
erbeds. 


"All of us need some entity to look 


forward to. to give us pleasure," he 
said. "It does take some courage and 
requires making decisions. There is 
some risk involved and you have to 
take some risks." 


There is a point, however, when 


depression becomes chronic and a 
serious medical disorder. That's the 
time when a person should seek 
some outside help. 


\VGN METEOROLOGIST Harry 


Volkman offers another reason for 
feeling tired: the pressure of the at- 
mosphere. 


"If the pressure is lower than nor- 


mal it slows down the brain," Volk- 
man said. "The blood doesn't get to 
the brain as fast and we tend to be 
tired and sluggish. There's the same 
effect when the barometer Is drop- 
ping. High pressure has the opposite 
effect. You can awake with a new 
vim and vigor."

In contrast to other speakership bat- 


tles, there have been no conferences be- 
tween warring factions for opposing can- 
didates. One member of the antl-Choate 
movement said Thursday that "virtually 
every one" of the 40 or 50 Democrats 
opposing Choate has been approached 
with hints of rewards for a vote for 
Choate, but that none had so far taken 
the bait. 


"Don't assume that there has been no

Frightened refugees flee Tay Ninh 


SAIGON (UPI) — The loss of Phuoc 


Long province to the Communists sent 
r e f u g e e s stampeding from another 
threatened capital to seek sanctuary in 
Saigon Thursday and the* United States 
poured in more ammunition from big 
stockpiles in Thailand. 


Field reports said that refugees were 


swarming from .Tay Nlnh City, 50 miles 
northwest of Saigon and capital of Tay 
Ninh province, as fears spread their city 
is the next target of the Communists. 


Japanese newspaper reports said units 


of the 3rd Marine Division on Okinawa 
were placed on alert to rescue Ameri- 
cans in Vietnam if the situation deterior- 
ates further. 


Marino Corps headquarters in Wash- 


ington denied the Leathernecks were on 
alert, citing it he Congressional ban on 
American military intervention In In- 
dochina which President Ford has 
pledged to abide by. 


And despite Pentagon denials that a 


U.S. 7th Fleet task force led by the nu- 
clear carrier Enterprise has been dis- 
patched toward the area, American civ- 
ilian sources In Saigon and Communist 
officials report the 11 warships are In the 
Gulf of Thailand off South Vietnam's 
southwestern coast. 


In Washington, tho White House said 


Thursday the President may press Con- 
gress for more military aid to help South 
Vietnam and Cambodia resist the cur- 
rent Communist offensives. 


But Senate Democratic leader Mike 


Mansfield, just back from an extended 
trip to Asia, told reporters that Congress 
would resist efforts by Ford to obtain 
emergency assistance to those Indochina 
countries. 


"Additional aid means more killing, 


more fighting," he said. "This has got to 
stop sometime." 


Presidential Press Secretary Ronald 


Nessen told newsmen Ford considers 
current U.S. military aid funds to both 
countries insufficient. 


Nessen said Ford is "concerned" about 


the success of a Communist takeover of 
tho provincial capital of Phuoc Binh, 75 
miles north of Saigon. But he said that 
Ford's "intensive consideration" of sup- 
plying more aid is not tied to that single 
battle.

Approval of big tax cut predicted

Rep. AI Ullman, D-Ore., to be formally 


elected as chairman of tho House Ways 
and Means Committee next week, pre- 
dicted Thursday his panel will approve a 
multi-bllllon-dollar tax cut for low and 
middle Income groups by March 1 "to 
get more money to tho people who will 
spend it, put it back into the economy 
and build it up." 


Ullman would not give his-own prefer- 


ence for the size of tho cut, saying only 
that it would fall between $5 billion and 
$30 billion, depending on bow much of 
tho lost revenue can be made up through 
other tax increases. 


Firm figures to define low and middle 


income groups depend on a vast array of 
factors but the committee has generally 
considered the low income, the poverty 
level, as $5,450 a year for a four-member 
family and $15,000 to $25,000 for middle 
income. 


Ullman said the cut would Include re- 


lief for corporations "through an en- 
largement of the investment tax credit" 
which allows a business to deduct from 
taxes owed 7 per cent of its investment 
In certain equipment. 


Additionally, said Ullman, the measure 


would Include an end to the oil depletion 
allowance which now provides oil pro- 
ducers with a large deduction in their 
taxes.

awakened early with a charley hone In my leg. Is this coinci- 
dence? Could I lose easier jtut eating vegetables? I'm 02 and , 
gained 20 pounds slnre I quit working a few years ago. I need 
to low 23 pounds more. 


I usually think a penon who needs to loic 20 pounds or 


more should have medical supervision. Sometimes people are 
overweight for medical reasons, but I must admit It Is usually 
from eating too much of the wrong foods. 


You aro not unusual In having a mate who sabotages your 


diet efforts. Many men do not really want their wives to lose 
weight. Psychologists offer all sorts of reasons for this, some 
on target and others that cause mo to raise on eyebrow. One 
theory Is that some men think that If tho wife loses weight 
she will bo more attractive to other men. Another Idea is that 
if sho looks young and attractive she may bo more demand- 
ing and may tax his ability to keep up. Of course, If ho is 
overweight himself it can be quite a threat. 


This works both ways. A wife may not really want her 


husband to lose weight. I have repeatedly seen wives who 
would not help their husbands with a diet even after ho had a 
medical problem with heart disease or high blood pressure.v 
She doesn't wont to change her way of cooking or food prepa- 
ration.

shouldn't ask about going on an all-vegetable diet. What you 
need is a slow, sensible plan of a well-balanced diet. You need 
some protein in your diet, plus vegetables. 


Those dizzy spells usually mean loss of water and salt from 


an improper diet or even starvation. Try to cat a small 
amount three times a day. 


You can keep your husband happy by preparing low caloric 


dishes. Then he won't notice you don't cat so much. Low-fat 
cooklngldoes a lot to decrease calories in your diet and really 
helps in weight control problems. 


Loss of excess salt and other minerals often cause tho mus- 


cles to have a tendency to cramp. That cramp in your calf 
muscle can well be from loss of too much salt. 


If you lose weight gradually enough with a sensible diet 


program your husband won't notice it so much. Don't forget 
to use sensible exercise as part of your dldt plan.

Public projects 


• 
can create jobs 


The job squeeze in Illinois con- 


struction can be cased if the state 
will follow the wise advice of Don- 
ald R. LcFcvre, executive director 
of the Capital Development Board, 
which is responsible for most pub- 
lic construction in Illinois. 


Lcfcvrc's 
recommendation 
is 


simple: The CDB should proceed 
with a variety of small and me- 
dium-scale state-funded construc- 
tion projects, for the result will be 
to provide essential jobs in the con- 
struction field while completing 
many necessary building projects. 


Construction is one of the fields 


which has suffered most during the 
current recession — and the Im- 
pact of the recession makes Lc- 
fcvrc's suggestion all the more 
compelling. 


There are a variety of projects — 


362 to be exact — which need to be 
constructed under CDB Funding. A 
total of 85 of these projects can be 
completed for under 950,000, and 
115 can be constructed for between 


550,000 nntl 5230,000. (The rest of 
the projects will cost more than 
$250,000). 


It mokes no sense to defer the 


small-scale projects now, for these 
projects need to be completed. In- 
dustry experts point out that these 
are quick-start jobs, and perhaps a 
ripple effect in other state con- 
struction will be encouraged by 
these starts. 


There is, of course, the flavor of 


public-works jobs connected with 
this suggestion. But if putting idle 
men to work on needed construc- 
tion is the result of LcFevrc's idea, 
then we support it as a very appro- 
priate project in these troubled 
economic times. 
• LeFcvre's plan should be speed- 
ily endorsed by Gov. Walker, who 
must ultimately approve the con- 
struction. Even though all of us are 
caught between the double-swords 
of inflation and recession, it's no 
time to abandon all worthwhile 
government-funded activities just 
for the sake of saving a few bucks. 


Burying the S-curve 


The death-dealing S-curve on 


Northwest Highway just west of 
downtown DCS Plnlncs may vanish 
in a couple of years, and that's a 
prospect which should overjoy 
area motorists. 


Mayor Herbert Bchrcl reported 


this week that the city is negotiat- 
ing for the purchase of less than 
one acre of land south of the curve, 
which snakes precariously under 
two sets of railroad tracks. If the 
land Is purchased, the S-curve can 
be straightened. 
' The state will budget $2.5 million 


for the road reconstruction, if the 
city can negotiate the land pur- 
chase. A routine public hearing, 
necessary since federal funds will 
be used, is set for 7:30 p.m., Thurs- 
day, Jan. 30, at the DCS Plaines 
City Hall, 1410 Miner Street. 


Unfortunately, state officials re- 


port that straightening won't hap- 
pen until at least 1078. For the hun- 
dreds, perhaps thousands, of mo- 
torists who have skidded their way 
through that frightening curve, the 
reconstruction can't come quickly 
enough. 


Congressmen for sale 


If you wonder why the public's

weights on Interstate highways, for 
it's a prime example of the cause 
of public cynicism. 


It seems that the U.S. House of 


Representatives Inst fall was mul- 
ling over an increase in the allow- 
able weight from 73,280 to 80,000 
pounds per truck.

Legislators' scholarships 
another example of 'clout 


I should like to eliminate some mis- 


Information relative to my proposal to 
abolish the so-called General Assembly 
Scholarship Program (Fence Post, Jan. 
3). First, my bill (HB-GO) is not the first 
attempt to do so and, further, my bill 
was prepared weeks before the recent 
disclosures about the flagrant abuses of 
the program. 


Under the present law, legislators may 


make their selections in one of the fol- 
lowing ways: (1) Set up a totally inde- 
pendent committee to award the grants 
on the basis of standards set by the legis- 
lator. (This is how I make my appoint- 
ments.) (2) Establish a "screening com- 
mittee" but retain the final decision. 
This method looks good, but docs not 
guarantee objectivity. (3) Make the ap- 
pointments entirely without consultation. 
The vast majority of my colleagues use 
tho last method. I do not fault them for 
this; the demands on our time arc great. 
Unavoidably, however, it results in far 
too many "awards" being made to one's 
children, wife or husband, personal 
friends or political workers, or, at least, 
to those who arc less deserving than oth- 
ers. 


My scholarship committee has five 


members who spend untold hours in 
making their selections. Clearly method 
(1) should be required of all legislators, 
but that could result in 236 separate 
scholarship committees throughout the 
state witli over 1,000 participating com- 
mittee members.

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Painting Indian rite influenced his art 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


Ono of William Nelson's most prized 


possessions Is a star blanket presented to 
him by Lome Deer, a 67-year-old Sioux 
medicine man. 


The only white man (o receive such a 


gift, the Prospect Heights artist was also 


ono of the last outsiders actually to wit- 
ness the Oglala Sioux Indian sundance 
ceremonies held annually In Pino Ridge 
near Wounded Knee, S.D., and the only 
ono to record the sacred rite In a scries 
of paintings. 


Since that summer of 1072 a limited 


edition of lithographs has been made 


available from the original 21 water- 
colors to private collectors. 


In addition Nelson was honored earlier 


this fall at a Washington reception given 
by the Senate and House Indian Affairs 
Committees. 


BUT THE BLANKET itself is one of 


the greatest tributes signifying a deep 


appreciation and approval by the Sioux 
for the sensitive portrayal on canvas of a 
ritual that is expected to soon become 
extinct. 


The 1972 ceremony marked the last 


time the public was invited to attend the 
rite though the unpubliclzed event never 
did attract tourists. 


It also marked one of the last times the 


ceremony would be performed as it is 
traditionally known. The last of .the old 
medicine' men are stepping down and 
their younger successors have no desire 
to continue the bloodletting procedure 
which is a large part of the sacred litur- 
gy. 


The sundance is a flesh offering to 


"Wankan-Tonka" (the Almighty). During 
the ceremony participants are pierced in 
the chest with small sticks and then at- 
tached by rope to branches of a tall cot- 
tonwood tree. Dancing slowly the Indians 
circle the tree bending backwards until 
the skin snaps. The circle represents the 
universe. The tree the center of creation. 


For the first time in 1972 a woman par- 


ticipated in the ceremony offering a 
piece of skin from her wrist, noted the 
young artist. 


A BLOODY CEREMONY, though still 


very awe-striking, Nelson In his paint- 
ings has attempted to capture the "truth 
and sincerity of the ceremony. 


"It is a pledging of the whole body to 


the great spirit," continued Nelson, who 
chose to use watercolors because he felt 
the medium to be the strongest in cap- 
turing both the action and its color- 
fulness. 


Originally from Chicago and having 


studied at the Art Institute, Nelson is a 
traditionalist who, though most recently 
cited for his "Wounded Knee" series, is 
In fact concerned with all of nature. 


"After all, that Is what art is all about 


whether it be impressionistic or real- 
ism," continued Nelson. 


"I'll paint my little girl sitting in the 


chair because I just happen to like how 
the sunlight is falling on her from the 
window ... or I'll paint the golden color 
against the blue shadow of snow. 


"Some people write music from these 


things. I like to paint. Unfortunately 
some people don't even notice them." 


Nelson's invitation from the South Da- 


kota Cultural Affairs Commission in co- 
operation with the Sioux, to record the 
sundance ceremony has since prompted 
him to do other western paintings, in- 
fluencing his art in one established direc- 
tion.) 


LAST SPRING he and his wife toured 


the southwest Indian reservations In 
search of unusual, impressionable sub- 
ject matter . . . such as Navajo sheep 
herders at work near dusk. 


Nelson traveled dirt and mud roads in

'Minding the Store9 tale 


of Neiman-Marcus success 


On Sept. 8, 1907, a full-page advertise- 


ment in the Dallas Morning News an- 
nounced the opening of a "New and Ex- 
clusive Shopping Place for Fashionable 
Women, devoted to the selling of ready- 
to-wear." The store? Neiman-Marcus. 


In the intervening 67 years the modest 


specialty shop has grown into a world- 
renown retail operation that sets the 
pace and determines the taste of the en- 
tire Southwest United States. Yet despite 
that growth and despite its merger a few 
years ago with Broadway Hale of Cali- 
fornia, Neiman-Marcus remains essen- 
tially what it was originally, a family-run 
business with the same credo of one of 
its three co-founders, Herbert Marcus: 
"There is never a good sale for Neiman- 
Marcus unless it's a good buy for the 
customer."

TWO FIRES, TWO world wars and a 


Depression could not keep Neiman-Mar- 
cus from pursuing that credo and earn- 
ing itself a place of leadership in the 
world of merchandising. In "Minding the 
Store" (Little, Brown and Company, 
$10), Stanley Marcus, eldest son of-Her- 
bert and now its board chairman and 
chief executive officer, tells the story of 
how NeJman-Marcus began and how it 
grew. In the telling he also shares much 
of himself for Stanley is as vital a part of 
Dallas and merchandising as Neiman- 
Marcus. 


It's refreshing to read about a store 


where the customer is king, whether he 
is spending $10 or $10,000. No detail is 
spared to provide the best in service and 
quality, even if Stanley must step in and 
handle the situation personally, as he did 
one Christmas Eve when he flew person- 
ally to explain to a very good customer 
why the store could not extend credit on 
a $150,000 purchase for two years without 
interest. Stanley did it, not to save the 
sale, but to be sure the customer under- 
stood why Neiman-Marcus would not

violate its policy. (He did save the sale.) 


The famous Neiman-Marcus Christmas 


catalog is only a part of the story. It was 
a promotion started to build the firm's 
mail order business. Stanley's idea was 
. to offer an exotic gift or two that would 
attract media attention, the first being 
His and Her airplanes' (they sold a Her). 
Ensuing years have turned up equally fa- 
bulous gifts, and the catalog has served 
its purpose. It definitely attracts atten- 
tion, even abroad.' 


STANLEY MARCUS admits he loves 


to sell. Educated at Harvard, including 
its'school of business, he learned every 
aspect of merchandising but seemed to 
have a particular affinity for publicity 
and promotion. Along with the Christmas 
catalog he created weekly fashions show 
that continued for 28 years, originated 
the bridal fashion show and brought cul- 
ture as well as customers to Dallas with 
his fabulous Fortnights, a device to jack 
up a slow mid-October season. 


Marcus devotes a portion of his book to 


his personal life, including a chapter on 
his hobbies of collecting rare books and 
fine art. His interest in rare books devel- 
oped from his fascination with print that 
began in college days. He also talks 
about his family: his wife Billie, who 
was Sport Shop manager for Neiman- 
Marcus when they met; his two daugh- 
ters, both married; and his son, Dick, 
who has followed his father into the busi- 
ness, just as Stanley and his brothers 
did. 


HE DISCUSSES IN some depth the 


world of high fashion and renders an 
opinion of most of the world-famous de- 
signers with whom he has done business 
and has known personally. And he talks 
about his experiences in Washington, D. 
C., during World War II as a member oE 
the War Production Board. 


"Mind the Store" is a very readable 


book though I don't think I would spend 
$10 just to learn about Neiman-Marcus, 
or Stanley. And one can't help wondering 
if the personal touch that has been the 
company's hallmark will continue as 
Neiman-Marcus grows in its merger with 
Broadway Hale. Especially after Stanley 
leaves the scene.

The mirror shown, courtesy of Old 


Sturbridgo Village, Sturbridge, Mass., is 
a fine early example of a Federal stylo 
mirror in mahogany, circa 1825. Its di- 
mensions are 32ft inches x 181/8 inches 
and the label on the back reads P. Grin- 
nell & Son, No. 37 South Main St., Provi- 
dence, R. I. 


A TYPE OF MIRROR which Is still, 


often found in garage sales and nostal- 
gia shops is the mantel gloss, a horizon- 
tal piece consisting of three panels, the 
largest in the center flanked by a small- 
er one on either side. Sometimes the 
frames are ornate molded wood or plas- 
ter and often the glass is embellished 
with etched flowers or Art Deco designs. 
These ore relatively expensive and are 
quite effective In certain settings. Almost 
any mirror is collectible if it has any age 
at all. I have seen a bathroom in which 
ono wall was almost covered with mir- 
rors of all sizes and shapes, both wall 
type and the hand-held vanity glass. The 
frames of these '"20s" hand mirrors are 
often made of early plastic, or celluloid, 
in Imitation ivory coloring or In pnlo 
green or orange. They were originally 
part of dresser sets and may bo bought 
for a few dollars. 


Old picture frames may be given new 


life with mirror glass, If you have nerve 
enough to dispose of the ancestor pic- 
tures they sometimes contain. Rather 
than look at these stcrn-visagcd charac- 
ters, replace them and look at yourself, a 
la Narcissus. The gods will smile.

candles are all melted. Pour the melted wax into 
an empty frozen juice can, whipped cream car- 
ton, or other mold. 


Wrap one end of the longest candle wick you 


can find around the middle of a pencil. Balance 
the pencil across the mold, letting the wick hang 
down into the center of the caridlc. Let it hard- 
en. 


If the center caves In as the candle dries, 


rcmelt the wax and pour a little more in the 
hole. When your candle is hard/ unmold it.

Most vocals in Anka album lack spark 


One of the big surprise successes ot 


1974 was Paul Anka earning his first gold 
record in IS years for the best-selling 
single "(You're) Having My Baby." 
Anka had been only 18 when he last hit 
gold with "Lonely Boy" in 1959. 


Much of the hit single's success is due, 


I feel, to the co-singing of Odia Contcs, 
who breathes some fire into the song 
with her earthy voice. Despite being In- 
tended as a song written personally for 
his wife Anne, the song became the tar- 
get of feminists and zero population 
growth advocates with Its lyrics of the 
joy a woman can experience in having 
her lover's baby. 


THE IlEST OF Anku's new album, 


"Anka" (United Artists records), lacks 
tlio spark of the hit single and certainly 
wouldn't generate half the controversy. 
A sole exception Is the very contempo- 
rary sounding "Let Me Get To Know 
You," which features the best Anka vo- 
cal of the entire album. 


Although the album is Impeccably ar- 


ranged and produced, It was done so 
with the middle-of-the-road audience in 
mind and almost all the vocals lack 
punch. This tends to make even the good 
songs forgettable. 


Someone obviously recognized this 
1 be- 


cause the second single from the album, 
"One Man Woman/One Woman Man," 
was rerecorded more in tho style of 
"Having My Baby" — unless my cars 
arc grossly misleading me. The album 
version has very little of Miss Coatcs' 
singing on it.

The 
bits of classical-based musical interludes 
and longer instrumental passages such 
as "The Waiting Room" arc intriguing 
because, of the various instruments and 
electronic sounds employed by the band. 


MUCH CONCENTRATION is needed to 


understand what is supposed to be hap- 
pening and this over-attention leads one 
to find many cracks in tho album — par- 
ticularly several overly cute lines such 
as "though your fingers may tingle, 
you'll be safe in our pickle"; "your pro- 
gressive hypocrites hand out their 
trash"; and what is an obvious pun on 
the recent Rolling Stones single — " 'cos 
It's only knock and knowall, but I like 
It." 


Genesis is one of the more exciting and 


promising rock bands of the day, but the 
band over-reached itself with "The 
Lamb." 


Another of the fine British progressive 


bands is King Crimson which reportedly 
has broken up again and for the last 
time. This would make the new "Red" 
album (Atlantic records) probably the 
group's last. 


I HAVE ENJOYED King Crimson's 


music since the 1970 days of "In the 
Wake of Poseidon" and "In the Court of 
the Crimson King." As then and now on 
"Red," it is band leader Robert Fripp 
who has held everything together with 
his strong guitar and mcllotron work. 


"Red" contains a song called "Star- 


less" which apparently Is a vocal version 
of the title track from the previous 
"Starless and Bible Black" album. The 
earlier version was very experimental as 
Is "Providence" on this album. I consid- 
er "Providence" the weakest cut on 
"Red," however. Much better is "One 
More Red Nightmare" with its intriguing 
percussion and saxes. 


Red sunsets arc always the prettiest 


and there is enough beauty in this final 
King Crimson album but also, as always, 
there is music for the intellect. The band 
will be sorely missed if there is no new 
reincarnation.

However, every time the material is ci- 
ther dry-cleaned or laundered, It has to 
be treated again.

Tables turned on UFW 


Cesar Chavez, the charismatic leader of th* United Farm- 


workers of America, AFL-CIO, probably has attracted more 
endorsements and support from the churches than any other 
labor leader in U. S. history. 


This support Is continuing despite on article in the New 


York Times that details substantial evidence that the UFW 
recently has lost almost all its contracts, as well as most of 
Its membership, to the Teamsters Union. 


Chavez himself was In Europe at the time of this report, 


meeting with an eliciting the highest praise form Pope Paul 
VI and the Rev. Dr. Philip Potter, General Sec. of the World 
Council of Churches. 


In California, the Rev. Wayne C. Hartmiro, director of the 


National Farmworkers Ministry (of the National Council of 
Churches) wrote: 


"Cesar Chavez has devoted his life to building a democratic 


union that can free farmworkers from dependence and pover- 
ty." 


JUST HOW FREE are tho farmworkers from dependence 


upon the leaders of UFW? And how much democracy is there 
in this union? Answers to these basic questions seemed evi- 
dent during Dec. 12 interview with one of Chavez' closest 
aides, Gilbert Padllla, secretary-treasurer of the UFW. 


During the interview, Padllla was asked about reports that 


Chavez has described population control and planned parent- 
hood as "a plot against tho poor." 


Replied Padllla: "True. There are no contraceptives given 


out in our UFW clinics (In Calcxlco, San Luis — near Yuma, 
Delano, Fresno ond Salinas). Wo don't bcllevo in con- 
traception, or In abortion, which isn't allowed in our clinics 
cither." 


How do tho rank and file members of the UFW feel about 


this? 


"We poll tho membership on everything," replied Padilla, 


his voice showing just a touch of indignation at tho very 
suggestion of any paternalism by the high command of Cha- 
vez' union. 


When exactly was the UFW membership polled to deter- 


mine their wishes in regard to these two controversial issues? 


Padllla: "I don't remember the dates." 
DID THE RESULTS of this poll Indicate any sharp diver- 


gence from* tho recurrent national polls that have shown that 
majorities of both tho population as a whole, as well as Catho- 
lics in particular, do not approve of any prohibition of con- 
traceptives or tho banning of abortions no matter what the 
circumstances? 


Padllla: "Well, It wasn't really a poll. It was surveys." 
How many UFW members were surveyed? 
Padllla: "In those days wo had thousands." 
How many of these thousands were surveyed regarding 


their wishes concerning availability of contraceptives or abor- 
tions in their union's clinics? 


Padilla: "They don't pay for those clinics — the growers 


do." (His tone of voice now had shifted from indignation to 
dark outrage.) 


But since the growers would hardly pay for clinics unless 


the workers worked, ore not these clinics in actuality earned 
fringe benefits, earned by tho workers themselves? 


Padilla: "Historically contraceptives and abortions have 


never been used in our community. I for one am opposed to 
them." 


SINCE THIS information made it apparent that Padllla and 


his eight fellow members of the board of directors of the 
Chavez union themselves hod decided what was best for the 
rank-and-fllo members, I asked how many women were 
among these decision-makers on this matter of pregnancy. 


"One," Padllla answered. 
Among the more, than 300 contracts that the UFW had with 


tho growers at tho* beginning of 1973, how many still are in 
existence? 


"Two," Padilla replied. 
Among tho 60,000 UFW members reported at that time, the 


New York Times article reports that "fewer than 5,000" still 
remain. 


"It's 15,000" Padllla countered. 
Does ho have any evidence for this contention? Well, not 


Immediately at hand, "but wo will have, shortly, when the 
annual report is drawn up," he said.

'Public transit a must for suburbs

United to lay off 
599 workers Jan. 17 


United Airlines will lay off 599 non- 


flight-rclatcd employes Friday, Jan. 17, 
because of slumping passenger travel, 
company officials announced Thursday. 


United had a 10 per cent drop in reve- 


nue passenger miles in December com- 
pared to tho same month a year ago, and 
now is ordering a 3 per cent across-the- 
board cut In departures. 


A spokesman said the cut will mean 


about four passenger flights a day from 
O'Horo Airport. Edward Carlson, chair- 
man of tho board for United, said there 
will bo no appreciable effect on passen- 
ger service. The airline has 1,400 dally 
departures in tho United States. 


Involved in tho layoff will bo ground 


personnel and office employes. Cabin at- 
tendants and flight crows will not bo in- 
cluded. As of this week United, based In 
Elk Grove Township, employed a total of 
50,028 persons, a spokesman said.

Milton Plkarsky will be spending the 


next four years convincing suburban 
residents that public transportation is es- 
sential to their economic well-being. 


Tho chairman-elect of the Regional 


Transportation Authority explained In an 
exclusive Interview with The Herald 
Thursday that "public transportation 
Isn't in a vacuum by itself." 


Although the RTA will draw its 


strength from extensive taxes, Plkarsky 
says all Chicago area residents — 'in- 
cluding suburbanites — will benefit from 
a healthier mass-transportation situation. 


b"If wo find that by the end of 1975 the 
cost of gasoline Is $1 per gallon, people 
aren't going to be able to make all the 
trips they want and there has to be some 
way of keeping tho vitality of the econo- 
my going," he said. 


WITH THAT IN mind, CTA chairman 


Plkarsky said one of his major goals as 
chairman of tho RTA will be to establish 
a skeleton transit system in tho suburbs, 
even though it cannot bo as extensive as 
tho public transit grid in Chicago. 


For tho suburbs, Pikarsky sees: 
• Stabilized commuter fares and dou- 


bling of commuter schedules. 


• Establishment of express bus routes 


around Chicago Instead of into it. 


• Establishment of feeder bus lines 


and dial-a-rido systems. 


The traditional routes to and from the 


city ore secondary to inter-suburban 
transit, he says, and that will mean n 
largo portion of RTA funds will be used 
to establish suburban systems that don't 
exist.

drain suburban money into the city, 
Plkarsky sold more money will be spent 
in tho suburbs because Chicago already 
has a system, and It will only havo to be 
maintained. 


"There arc people in Chicago who feel 


tho suburbs will rape the CTA, taking 
away Its buses and equipment," he said. 
Pikarsky suggests that CTA buses, bear- 
Ing the RTA symbol, may Indeed be use- 
ful to the suburbs, but not at the expense 
of Chicago. 


He foresees using some buses for sub- 


urban services during non-peak hours — 
perhaps 10 hours a day.— because those 
buses aren't in full use in Chicago.

Suburbs won't rush, on grant to CTA 


Suburban members of the Regional 


Transportation Authority board resisted 
attempts Thursday to rush agreements 
.that would allow payment of $9 million to 
the Chicago Transit Authority. 


Chicago board member Nicholas Bosen 


proposed that he or temporary chairman 
Joseph Tccson of Riverside be empow- 
ered to approve the terms of a $5-mil- 
lion donation to the board by Chicago 
and the Cook County Board. 


The motion was not seconded, and 


board member D. Daniel Baldlno of 
Evanston, angered by the proposal, said 
ho would vote "no" on the issue If he 


because of a national commitment to 
highways and roads. A new national pol- 
icy may force reconsideration of Ameri- 
can lifestyles, although he said, "Deci- 
sions on the energy crunch are going too 
slowly because elected officials want to 
stay In office." 


Piknrsky endorses the 1995 Trans-

He 
says a series of bus-service areas would 
be better, instead of having the CTA bus 
structure expand to include all the sub- 
urbs. 


The challenge of the RTA will be in the 


suburbs, where the automobile Is king 
and independence from Chicago is cher- 
ished. But Pikarsky Is convinced the 
car-oriented way of life Is on the way 
out, and says the city and suburbs "are 
really tied to one another."

Museum plans changed 
to ease traffic problems 


Buffalo Grove park officials, in an ef- 


fort to respond to residents' complaints 
about traffic problems, voted changes 
Thursday In a museum and community 
center project.

Comr. Raymond Ledlnsky, chairman 


of 
the committee that studied the 


changes, said the H-foot-widc lane will 
eliminate the problems by reducing on- 
street parking and will provide an area 
for motorist* to drop off children to attend 
programs at the center. 


LEDINSKY ALSO said the police de- 
partment will monitor traffic volume and 
will ban parking on tho south side of 
Dunham if traffic problems result. 


Park officials also reduced the size of 


programs slated for the center, saying 
the measure would cut down oven more 
on the number of autos going to and 
from the complex. 


Another change called for' rerouting 


the driveway leading up to the building 
to avoid the removal of two apple trees. 


Park Board Pres. Joseph Scttanni said 


park officials tried to respond to resi- 
dents' complaints to the "best of our 
ability." 


Two residents who attended the ses- 


sion, Herman Hcflcr and John Marion- 
thai, said after the meeting they still 
were unhappy with park district plans. 


Scttanni said lie felt, however, the 


modifications would make, the project ac- 
ceptable to most Dunham Lane residents 
who previously raised objections.

Attorney fighting to get 
James Stavros out of jail

Tho attorney for convicted Wheeling 


political boss James Stavros, In an 
apparent effort to get his client out of 
prison, has charged that Stavros Is un- 
justly being classed a "special offender" 
by tho Justice Dcpt. 


Joel Murray, Stavros' attorney, made 


the charges In a motion filed Thursday In 
U.S. District Court. Included in the mo- 
tion were charges that Stavros Is not re- 
ceiving proper treatment for medical 
problems and should bo allowed to travel 
homo to visit his physician. 


A spokesman for tho Federal Bureau 


of Prisons In Washington D.C. (old Tho 
Herald Thursday tho charges are untrue 
and he docs not know why Murray thinks 
Stavros has been given tho "special of- 
fender" designation. 


He said there are numerous reasons a 


prisoner might bo designated as a "spe- 
cial offender." Those who pose a security 
risk, have prior prison records, arc wit- 
nesses In an upcoming trial or are yet to 
stand trial on state charges may get tho 
designation, tho spokesman said. 


"A special offender is a guy who wo 


hnvc to keep under wraps and have to 
keep track of In our control office," ho 
said. "Very often people affiliated with 
organized crime are designated as spe- 
cial offenders, but there arc other rea- 
sons for placing persons In this status." 


STAVROS. WHO pleaded guilty last 


April to extorting $02,000 from three

Wheeling developers and filing a false in- 
come-tax return, is serving a four-year 
term In the federal prison In Lexington, 
Ky. In exchange for tho guilty plea, tho 
U.S. Attorney's office dropped eight addi- 
tional charges against Stavros, Including 
alleged extortions totaling $121,250. 


Murray said he has information that 


will disprove the government's denial 
that Stavros is designated as a "special 
offender." "Wo have been told by a con- 
fidential source, which I'm not free to 
divulge, that ho has been placed in this 
classification," ho said. 


The attorney charges In tho motion 


t h a t because of tho classification, 
Stavros has been denied a furlough from 
prison and probably will have difficulty 
getting a parole. "I don't think there is 
any question that this is the case and I

intend to substantiate it in court," he 
said. 


The prison bureau spokesman said, 


however, that federal law only allows 
furloughs for prisoners who hnvc a year 
or less of their sentence to serve. Stavros 
went to prison last June, thus leaving 
him with more than three years to serve. 


IN THE FOUR-PAGE motion, Murray 


further charges that tho designation of 
Stavros as a "special offender" violates 
a spoken agreement between his client 
and the U.S. Attorney's office. Tho attor- 
ney said the guilty plea was made only 
after Stavros was assured he would not 
be put In that classification. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Steven J. Kadison 


said Thursday he does not know if 
Stavros Is designated as a "special offen- 
der," but sold his office did not make

It hits everyone at one time or an- 


other — thaftired, draggy feeling. 


The alarm rings and although you 


went right to sleep after the '10 
o'clock news, you wonder where 
you'll get the energy to face a new 
day. You roll around, groaning. Not 
even a shot of Geritol or a dose of 
Vitamin E will help start those old 
motors running. 


You've got THE BLAHS, buddy, as 


some television commercials will tell 
you. Or the blues or whatever else 
you want to call it. Now is a particu- 
larly good time for them to strike: 
Christmas is over and ahead is cold, 
dark, dreary, dismal whiter. Espe- 
cially for people who don't like to 
ski. 


"The most common cause of fa- 


tigue or malaise — not feeling up to 
par — is infectious disease like a 
cold and bronchitis or a condition 
like anemia," said Dr. Donald Sell- 
ers, psychiatrist a Lutheran General 
Hospital, Park Ridge. 


"The second most common cause 


is a depression indicated by a loss of 
interest, feelings of inadequacy and 
sleep disturbances. Even if you sleep 
eight hours, you can be tired. It's a 
.restless sleep." 


THE MOST COMMON times for 


this kind of mental depression is the 
fall and the spring although psy- 
chiatrists aren't sure why, Sellers 
said. 


"It starts after Thanksgiving and 


from then on its gangbustcrs on 
through New Year's," he said. "The 
holidays are a time for bringing up 
the good things and the bad things 
from childhood. People get depressed 
when something bad or something 
joyous 
happens. 
If 
it's 
joyous 


there's a letdown. People always 
want to prolong a good time." 


Being tired,,being depressed is not 


restricted to the holiday and post- 
holiday season. "I'm tired" is some- 
thing you hear from friends and co- 
workers throughout the year. 


'"I'm tired' is often a smoke- 


screen for what's really bothering 
people. They say that rather than tell 
how they really feel," said Dr. Sta- 
nlslaw Maslanka, psychiatrist on the 
staff at Forest Hospital, DCS Plaines. 


Take the man who is heavily in 


debt and worried about' where his 
family's next meal is coming from. 
He walks around slumped, without a 
smile. 


"You ask him what's wrong and 


he'll say 'Oh, I'm just tired,1" Mas- 
lanka said. "People who are really 
hurting will use the conventional 
phrase and everyone accepts it." 


MASLANKA OUTLINED several 


reasons for that tired feeling. After 
the holidays, people can experience 
real fatigue caused by extensive holi- 
day preparations and cramming of so- 
cial gatherings 
into two weeks. 


People who are alone, or lonely are 
often tired and feel apathetic and dis- 
interested, he said. People who are 
bored often feel tired. They are af- 
raid to take the risk to make changes 
In their lives that would alleviate the 
boredom," he said. 


"When too many emotional de- 


mands are made on you and you

have too many standards to meet, 
you tend to shield yourself against 
the Impact," Maslanka said. "In- 
stead of jumping out of bed in the 
morning and deciding right away 
how to meet the day, a person may 
move slowly to get ready to face the 
day. Then later as decisions come up 
he will begin to wake up, Maslanka 
said. 


"Everything we do is designed to 


keep us comfortable and on an even 
keel," he said. 


CONVERSELY, 
SAID 
Sellers, 


there is a weekend depression, espe- 
cially for tho conscientious person 
who gets great satisfaction from his 
work. 


"They mope around and they 


sleep. One of the best treatments for 
that is to clean out the garage or 
wash the car or do something else 
you've neglected and feel guilty 
about," he said. 


Whatever you do, don't panic if 


you've got the blues, advise both doc- 
tors. Everyone suffers the malady. 


Plan things for the future, advises 


Maslanka, who recently got a mental 
lift by going through seed catalogs 
planning his spring garden and flow- 
erbeds. 


"All of us need some entity to look 


forward to, to give us pleasure," he 
said. "It does take some courage and 
requires making decisions. There is 
some risk involved and you have to 
take some risks." 


There is a point, however, when 


depression becomes chronic and a 
serious medical disorder. That's the. 
time when a person should seek 
some outside help.

METEOROLOGIST Harry 


Volkman offers 'another reason for 
feeling tired: the pressure of the at- 
mosphere. 


"If the pressure is lower than nor- 


mal it slows down the brain,!' Volk- 
man said. "The blood doesn't get to 
the brain as fast and we tend to be 
tired and sluggish. There's the same 
effect when the barometer is drop- 
ping. High pressure has the opposite 
effect. You can awake with a new 
vim and vigor." 


Planners seek 
closer ties 
with trustees

Buffalo Grove Plan 
Commissioners 


will work for closer contact with the vil- 
lage board on development matters to 
make trustees more aware of the plan 
group's recommendations. 


Plan commissioners have not been 


critical of past board decisions on their 
findings, but commission chairman Carl 
Genrich said Thursday, "Commission 
members felt that perhaps they could 
present their views more completely to 
the board than they have in the'pasL" 


Genrich said the plan commission will 


appoint two representatives to attend all 
village board meetings when a project is 
slated for discussion. 


The commission decided on the policy 


at a workshop session Wednesday night. 


THE COMMISSION will continue its 


practice of rotating one member's at- 
tendance at all village board sessions in 
addition to the two commissioners who 
will attend to observe discussion of spe- 
cific projects. 


"Plan commission members want to 


ensure that we present our thinking com- 
pletely," Genrich said. 


The plan commission, established by 


village ordinance in 1958 shortly after 
Buffalo Grove was incorporated, acts as 
an advisory body to village trustees on 
building developments* along with zoning 
and annexation matters. 


The commission holds public hearings 


on zoning and annexation petitions and 
recommends approval or rejection of the 
petitions to the village board, which has 
final authority. 


The village board receives copies of 


plan commission findings that are re- 
viewed before final votes are cast. Often 
a minority report also will be filed by 
one or more commission members who 
disagree with commission findings, said 
Gen.rich. 


GENRICH SAID he does not believe 


there has been a lack of communication 
between the two bodies and he did not 
accuse the village board of insensitivity 
to the commission's findings. He said, 
however, the move will help the commis- 
sion do a "more complete job of devel- 
oping our logic." 


The two members also will report to 


the rest of the commission on details of 
board discussion 
of building devel- 


opments. 


In commenting on the new practice, 


Stephen Goldspicl, a plan commissioner, 
said, "The opportunity is there to go and 
hear what's done and report back." 


He said the planning group uses the 


village master plan outlining expected 
growth patterns over the next several 
years as a guideline in considering zon- 
ing, annexation and developments. 


"That's where we get our direction and 


we try to match things to the master 
plan," he said. 


"Two guys will stay with it all the 


way," 
said 
Comr. Rodney Jacobs. 


"They'll know the project inside and out, 
advise the board and express the plan 
commission's view as a whole." 


VILLAGE PRES. Gary Armstrong also 


said he favors the idea. "The more Input 
to any kind of a discussion will have a 
better result," He said village trustees 
follow plan commission recommenda- 
tions "virtually all the time." He added 
however, that there have been occasions 
when the board has made some changes 
in the commission's findings. 


The plan commission will put Its new 


policy into practice when it takes up a 
request for a shopping center at Buffalo 
Grove and Dundee roads. 


A developer is requesting permission 


to build a Kohl's supermarket, and possi- 
bly other stores on a four-acre site on the 
southeast corner of the intersection. 


The commission will discuss the mat- 


ter next week.

DCS Plaines officials have taken pre- 


liminary steps to improve school cross- 
Ing safety at Golf Road and Sixth Avenue 
for children attending Cumberland and. 
Chlppewa schools, Including the possi- 
bility of traffic signals at the Cumber- 
land traffic circle. 


Acting on the urglngs of parents and a 


recommendation by the streets and traf- 
fic committee, the city council has au- 
thorized three requests of the Illinois 
Dcpt. of Transportation including: 


• That school crossing signs be in- 


stalled cast of Wolf Road in the Cumber- 
land circle. 


• That a traffic survey be made at 


Sixth and Golf to determine the feasibil- 
ity of installing traffic signals at the in- 
tcrcsectlon. 


• That a determination be made on 


how to establish traffic signals at the 
Cumberland traffic circle, the inter- 
section of Golf, Wolf, Broadway and 
State. 


New, rehabilitated units urged 
Substandard housing on east side: plan 


' A preliminary housing-assistance plan 
presented Thursday to tho Community 
Development Task Force says tho city's 
greatest concentration of substandard 
housing exists on tho cast side of DCS 
Plaines. 


The preliminary plan says the area 


bounded on tho south by Oakton Street, 
on tho cast by Potter Road, on the north 
by Golf Road and on tho west by Mann- 
helm Road Is the section of tho city con- 
taining Iho oldest structures and the 
greatest concentration of substandard 
housing. The area, which includes the 
downtown business district, should be tho 
focus of housing rehabilitation efforts, 
the plan says. 


Tho preliminary housing-assistance 


plan was presented to tho task force as a 
guideline for discussion at Thursday's 
public hearing on tho city's application 
for U. S. Community Development Act 
funds. . 


A houslng-asslstanco plan outlining tho 


housing needs of low- and moderate-in- 


come families is required as part of the 
city's application for $139,000 in first- 
year funds. 


ACCORDING TO THE preliminary 


plan, tho city should work to develop 75 
new housing units and rehabilitate 25 
more units after the first year. Of the 75 
new units, 25 should be for the elderly and 
50 for low and moderate-Income families. 


Tho plan says the 25 units for the el- 


derly should bo centered In the city's 
central business district where mass 
transit facilities exist. 


The 50 units for low- and moderate-in- 


come families should bo scattered 
throughout tho city, constituting a max- 
imum of 10 per cent of the total number 
of units In any one building or complexes 
eligible for federal rent assistance, the 
plan states. 


AS A THREE-YEAR GOAL, the plan 


says, tho city should provide 175 housing 
units for tho elderly, 125 units for low 
and moderate-Income families, and 150 
rehabilitated dwelling units. 


Concern over the crossing situation in 


the area was prompted by two recent ac- 
cidents involving children, one of whom 
was on her way to school when hit by a 
car as she darted across the street. 


Neither accident caused serious in- 


juries and one of the incidents, involving 
a boy riding a bicycle, occurred after 
school hours. 


SOME PARENTS requested that a tall- 


er crossing guard be stationed at the 
Golf Road-Sixth Avenue intersection to 
provide for safer crossing. Another sug- 
gestion was that two crossing guards 
monitor the area. 


Mayor Herbert Bchrel said a taller 


crossing guard has been assigned to the 
area but he said the city is not anxious to 
start a precedent of stationing two cross- 
ing guards at the Intersection. Bchrel 
said if two guards are placed at Golf and 
Sixth, it would be logical for parents of 
children from other schools to request 
the same be done at crossing stations for 
all schools. 


Behrcl said the budget for crossing 


guards in fiscal 1975 will be Increased by 
about $7,500 from $52,500 to $60,000 to 
provide for additional crossing guards. 


The mayor said, however, that before 


a decision is made to increase to two the 
number of crossing guards at each sta- 
tion, the city will await word from the 
state on Its suggestions for Improving 
traffic control in the Cumberland circle. 


"These figures arc goals to shoot at," 


said Michael Richardson, city director of 
planning and zoning. Richardson added 
that the goals could be revised as the 
plan is updated and more information on 
the number of existing units that qualify 
for federal rent subsidies becomes 
known. 


TASK FORCE MEMBERS offered no 


argument with Richardson's preliminary 
plan and said tho numbers were accept- 
able. 


"I think these arc realistic, modest and 


In the ball park," task force member 
Robert Ncbgcn said. 


"These figures arc realistic and prob- 


ably maximums," member Ira Brubakcr 
added. 


The preliminary housing-assistance plan 


as well as a liut of possible priority areas 
for spending the city's first-year share of 
funds will bo presented for community 
discussion at a public hearing Thursday.

this kind of mental depression Is the 
fall and the spring although psy- 
chiatrists aren't sure why, Sellers 
said. 


"It starts after Thanksgiving and 


from then on its gangbustcrs on 
through New Year's," he said. "The 
holidays are a time for bringing up 
the good things and the bad things 
from childhood. People get depressed 
when something bad or' something 
joyous 
happens. 
If 
it's 
joyous 


there's a letdown. People always 
want to prolong a good time." 


Being tired, being depressed is not 


restricted to the holiday and post- 
holiday season. "I'm tired" is some- 
thing you hear from friends and co- 
workers throughout the year. 


" 'I'm tired' is often a smoke- 


screen for what's really bothering 
people. They say that rather than tell 
how they really feel," said Dr. Sta- 
nlslaw Maslanka, psychiatrist on the 
staff at Forest Hospital, Des Plaines. 


Take the man who is heavily in 


debt and worried about where his 
family's next meal is coming from. 
He walks around slumped, without a 
smile. 


"You ask him what's wrong and 


he'll say 'Oh, I'm just tired,' " Mas- 
lanka said. "People who arc really 
hurting will use the conventional 
phrase and everyone accepts it." 


MASLANKA OUTLINED several 


reasons for that tired feeling. After 
the holidays, people can experience 
real fatigue caused by extensive holi- 
day preparations and cramming of so- 
cial gatherings into two weeks. 
People who are alone or lonely are 
often tired and feel apathetic and dis- 
interested, he said. People who arc 
bored often feel tired. They are af- 
raid to take the risk to make changes 
in their lives that would alleviate the 
boredom," he said.

have too many standards to meet, 
you tend to shield yourself against 
the impact," Maslanka1 said.

Or the blues or whatever else 
you want to call it. Now is a particu- 
larly good time for them to strike: 
Christmas is over and ahead is cold, 
dark, dreary^ dismal winter. Espe- 
cially for people who don't like to 
ski. 


"The most common cause of fa- 


tigue or malaise — not feeling up to 
par — is infectious disease like a 
cold and bronchitis or a condition 
like anemia," said Dr. Donald Sell- 
ers, psychiatrist a Lutheran General 
Hospital, Park Ridge. 


"The second most common cause 


is a depression indicated by a loss of 
interest, feelings of Inadequacy/ and 
sleep disturbances. Even if you sleep 
eight hours, you can be tired. It's a 
restless sleep." 


THE MOST COMMON times for 


this kind of mental depression is the 
fall and the spring although psy- 
chiatrists aren't sure why, Sellers 
said. 


"It starts after Thanksgiving and 


from then on its gangbusters on 
through New Year's," he said. "The 
holidays are a time for bringing up 
the good things and the bad things 
from childhood. People get depressed 
when something bad or something 
joyous 
happens. 
If 
it's 
joyous 


there's a letdown. People always 
want to prolong a good time." 


Being tired, being depressed is not 


restricted to the holiday and post- 
holiday season. "I'm tired" is some- 
thing you hear from friends and co- 
workers throughout the year. 
" 'I'm tired' Is often a smoke- 


screen for what's really bothering 
people. They say that rather than tell 
how they really feel," said Dr. Sta- 
nislaw Maslanka, psychiatrist on the 
staff at Forest Hospital, Des Plaines. 


Take the man who is heavily in 


debt and worried about where his 
family's next meal is coming from. 
He walks around slumped, without a 
smile. 


"You ask him what's wrong and 


he'll say 'Oh, I'm just tired,1" Mas- 
lanka said. "People who are really 
hurting will use the conventional 
phrase and everyone accepts it." 


MASLANKA OUTLINED several 


reasons for that tired feeling. After 
the holidays, people can experience 
real fatigue caused by extensive holi- 
day preparations and cramming of so- 
cial gatherings into two weeks. 
People who are alone or lonely are 
often tired and feel apathetic and dis- 
interested, he said. People who are 
bored often feel tired. They are af- 
raid to take the risk to make changes 
in their lives that would alleviate the 
boredom," .he said. 


"When too many emotional de- 


'mands are made on you and you

have too many standards to meet, 
you tend to shield yourself against 
the impact," Maslanka said. "In- 
stead of jumping out of bed in the 
morning and deciding right away 
how to meet the day, a person may 
move slowly to get ready to face the 
day. Then later as decisions come up 
he will begin to wake up, Maslanka 
said. 


"Everything we do is designed to 


keep us comfortable and on an even 
keel," he said. 


CONVERSELY. 
SAID 
Sellers, 


there is a weekend depression, espe- 
cially for the conscientious person 
who gets great satisfaction from his 
work. 


"They mope around and they 


sleep. One of the best treatments for 
that is to clean out the garage or 
wash the car or do something else 
you've neglected and feel guilty 
about," he said. 


Whatever you do, don't panic if 


you've got the blues, advise both doc- 
tors. Everyone suffers the malady. 


Plan things for the future, advises 


Maslanka, who recently got a mental 
lift by going* through seed catalogs 
planning his spring garden and flow- 
erbeds. 


"All of us need some entity to look 


forward to, to give us pleasure," he 
said. "It does take some courage and 
requires making decisions. There is 
some risk involved and you have to 
take some risks." 


There is a point, however, when 


depression becomes chronic and a 
serious medical disorder. That's the 
time when a person should seek 
some outside help. 


WGN METEOROLOGIST Harry 


Volkman offers another reason for 
feeling tired: the pressure of the at- 
mosphere. 


"If the pressure is lower than nor- 


mal It slows down the brain," Volk- 
man said. "The' blood doesn't get to 
the brain as fast and we tend to be 
tired and sluggish. There's the same 
effect when the barometer is drop- 
ping. High pressure has the opposite 
effect You can awake with a new 
vim and vigor."

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Checking building 
code adherence is 
Rettenbacher's job

Brick by brick, board by board, Elk 


Grove Village Building Comr. Thomas 
Rettcnbichcr la the man charged with 
acting that local codes are met as struc- 
tures grow from blueprints to buildings. 


Rcttcnbachcr relishes his reputation as 


d "nitpicking bulldog" that one building 
contractor conferred on him some time 
ago. 


Things havo changed since Rctlenba- 


cher started In 1062, when the village had 
just a two-man inspection program. To- 
day, Rettenbacher oversees a depart- 
ment of IS persons and a budget ap- 
proaching $250,000. . 


In the early days, now 'home in- 


•portions were handled by the Federal 
Housing Administration. Tho village 
budgeted only $22,000 to the department. 


Since he became building commission- 


er in 1968, the village has begun to take 
on more work. Now the department in- 
•pccta both homes and commercial 
structures. 


WHAT DOES A building commissioner 


do? "Tho simplest explanation Is to en- 
sure that residents and developers com- 
ply with this village's adopted building 
and zoning codes," Rettenbachersald. 


The average resident's contact with 


the building department usually is to ap- 
ply for n building permit for a room ad- 
dition or fence. "This type of request re- 
ceives tho same attention and review 
that a 300-acre development proposed by 
a major developer warrants," Rcttcnba- 
chcr said. 


"Most often developers try to get away 


with tho highest density — meaning the 
most housing units on an aero that they 
possibly can," Rettenbacher said. 


"It takes extensive review by the plan 


commission and staff to make sure there 
are no errors on plans submitted," Ret- 
tenbacher sold. 


The building department never as- 


sumes a developer Is complying with vil- 
lage building-code requirements like lot 
size, street size or yard setbacks. Each 
plan must be reviewed Inch by inch. 


THE BUILDING department collected 


$246,000 in fees from industrial and resi- 
dential interests doing construction and 
renovation work In 1974. "This depart- 
ment to probably the only village depart- 
ment that is self-supporting," Rettenba- 
chersald. 


Recently Centex Homes Corp. was re- 


fused building permits because Rettcnba- 
chcr contended the company's construc- 
tion cost estimates were too low. Build- 
Ing permit fees are determined by the 
value of the construction project. 


"Tho builder underestimated by almost 


100 per cent the cost of construction and 
the village stood to lose about $8,000 in 
permit fees using the lower construction 
value to figure fees," Rettenbacher said. 


Tho builder reconsidered and Ret- 


tenbacher Issued the permits. 


"Catching a builder's unintentional or 


intentional errors like that one takes con- 
stant keeping in touch with new building 
costs and practices," Rettenbacher said. 
"I better know what it costs to build a 
house and all of the many ways it can be 
done." 


AT 51 RETTENBACHER is no new- 


comer to the building trades but he still 
considers himself a student. He is taking 
courses at Harper College to keep up 
with new building methods and building-

safety requirements. 


"Things change and as new methods of 


construction and material use are found, 
building departments must test them out 
and consider if building codes should be 
changed," Rettenbachersald. 


A commissioner's job, Rettenbacher 


believes, Is mainly administrative, how- 


ever. He must be familiar with every de- 
velopment under review by the staff and 
new building methods, he says. 


"As strongly as I believe all building 


ordinances now in effect should be up- 
held, I also believe they are subject to 
change If better methods of construction 
are found," Rettenbacher said. 


HE SAID THE village building depart- 


ment is sufficiently staffed. With about 
1,000 acres of bulldablc land left, the ma- 
jor new construction "should die off in 
about 10 years," Rettenbacher said.

his school counselor took Michael to 
Northwest Community Hospital In Ar- 


lington Heights Monday for treatment of 
frostbite. 


Tho boy reportedly lived in a car be- 


longing to a friend's brother and in a 
tree fort Ho also was taken in by some 
people on New Year's Eve. Michael re- 
ceived his food from friends. 


He was not reported missing by his 


parents until Sunday, police said. 


Michael was treated at the hospital 


and turned over to the Dcpt. of Children 
and Family Services, which conducted 
an investigation. He was turned over to 
tho school counselor until Thursday's ap- 
pearance In Family Court.

Buddy, you've got THE BLAHS

It hits everyone at one time or an- 


other — that tired, dreggy feeling. 


The alarm rings and although you 


went right to sleep after the 10 
o'clock news, you wonder where 
you'll get the energy to face a new 
day. You roll around, groaning. Not 
even a shot of Geritol or a dose of 
Vitamin E will help start those old 
motors running. 


You've got THE BLAHS, buddy, as 


some television commercials will tell 
you. Or the blues or whatever else 
you want to call it. Now is a particu- 
larly good time for them to strike: 
Christmas is over and ahead is cold, 
dark, dreary, dismal winter. Espe- 
cially for people who don't like to 
ski. 


"The most common cause of fa- 


tigue or malaise — not feeling up to 
par — is infectious disease like a 
cold and bronchitis or a condition 
like anemia," said Dr. Donald Sell- 
ers, psychiatrist a Lutheran General 
Hospital, Park Ridge. 


"The second most common cause 


is a depression indicated by a loss of 
interest, feelings of Inadequacy and 
sleep disturbances. Even if you sleep 
eight hours, you can be tired. It's a 
restless sleep." 


THE MOST COMMON times for 


this kind of mental depression is the 
fall and the spring although psy- 
chiatrists aren't sure why, Sellers 
said. 


"It starts after Thanksgiving and 


from then on its gangbusters on 
through New Year's," he said. "The 
holidays are a time for bringing up 
the good things and the bad things 
from childhood. People get depressed 
when something bad or something 
joyous 
happens. 
If it's joyous 


there's a letdown. People always 
want to prolong a'good time." 


Being tired, being depressed is not 


restricted to the holiday and post- 
holiday season. "I'm tired" is some- 
thing you hear from friends and co- 
workers throughout the year. 


"•I'm tired' is often a smoke- 


screen for what's really bothering 
people. They say that rather than tell 
how they really feel," said Dr. Sta- 
nislaw Maslanka, psychiatrist on the 
staff at Forest Hospital, DCS Plaines. 


Take the man who is heavily in 


debt and worried about where his 
family's next meal is coming from. 
He walks around slumped, without a 
smile. 


"You ask him what's wrong and 


he'll say 'Oh, I'm just tired,' " Mas- 
lanka said. "People who are really 
hurting will use the conventional 
phrase and everyone accepts it." 


MASLANKA OUTLINED several 


reasons for that tired feeling. After 
the holidays, people can experience 
real fatigue caused by extensive holi- 
day preparations and cramming of so- 
cial . gatherings 
into two weeks. 


People who are alone or lonely are 
often tired and feel apathetic and dis- 
interested, he said. People who are 
bored often feel tired. They are af- 
raid to take the risk to make changes 
in their lives that would alleviate the 
boredom," he said. 


"When too many emotional de- 


mands are made on you and you

have too many standards to meet, 
you tend to shield yourself against 
the impact," Maslanka said. "In- 
stead of jumping out of bed in the 
morning and deciding right away 
how to meet the day, a person may 
move slowly to get ready to face the 
day. Then later as decisions come up 
he will begin to wake up, Maslanka 
said. 


"Everything we do is designed to 


keep us comfortable and on an even 
keel," he said. 


CONVERSELY. 
SAID 
Sellers, 


there is a weekend depression, espe- 
cially for the conscientious person 
who gets great satisfaction from his 
work. 


"They mope around and they 


sleep. One of the best treatments for 
that is to clean out the garage or 
wash the car or do something else 
you've neglected and feel guilty 
about," he said. 


Whatever you do, don't panic if 


you've got the blues, advise both doc- 
tors. Everyone suffers the malady. 


Plan things for the future, advises 


Maslanka, who recently got a mental 
lift by going through seed catalogs 
planning his spring garden and flow- 
erbeds. 
, 


"All of us need seme entity to look 


forward to, to give- us pleasure," he 
said. "It docs take some courage and 
requires making decisions. There is 
some risk involved and you have to 
take some risks." 


There is a point, however, when 


depression becomes chronic and a 
serious medical disorder. That's the 
time when a person should seek 
some outside help. 


WGN . METEOROLOGIST Harry 


Volkman offers another reason for 
feeling tired: the pressure of the at- 
mosphere. 


"If the pressure is lower than nor- 


mal it slows down the brain," Volk- 
man said. "The blood doesn't get to 
the brain as fast and we tend to be 
tired and sluggish. There's the same 
effect when the barometer is drop- 
ping. High pressure has the opposite 
effect. You can awake with a new 
vim and vigor."

A year-round, night Mhool program for 


pregnant student* enrolled "in High 
School Dial. 211 was approved by the 
bonrd of education Thursday night in a 
6-2 vote. 


Tho program, "Preparation for Life," 


will begin Immediately and will meet one 
night cnch week In the district adminis- 
tration center at Roaolle and Algonquin 
roads, Palatine. 


Tho course will Include the following: 
• Family living and child care. 
• Legal rights and responsibilities of 


the pregnant adolescent. 
• Nutrition. 
• Prenatal and postnatal care and de- 


velopment of mother and child. 


• Stages of labor and delivery. 
• Physical and emotional needs of the 


child and parent. 


• Contraception. 
• Identity issues. 
• Financial needs and responsibilities. 
• Life goals. 
Board member Gene Hat-grave ques- 


tioned whether the district was "treading 
into areas where It is not our province," 
or providing services already offered by 
other local agencies.

It hits everyone at one time or an- 


other — that tired, draggy feeling. 
. The alarm rings and although you 


went, right to sleep after the 10 
o'clock news, you wonder where 
you'll get the energy to face a new 
day. You roll around, groaning. Not 
even a shot of Gcritol or a dose of 
Vitamin E will help start those old 
motors running. 


You've got THE BLAHS, buddy, as 


some television commercials will tell 
you. Or the blues or whatever else 
you want to call it. Now is a particu- 
larly good time for them to strike: 
Christmas is over and ahead is cold, 
dark, dreary, dismal winter. Espe- 
cially for people who don't like to 
ski. 


"The most common cause of fa- 


tigue or malaise — not feeling up to 
par — is infectious disease like a 
cold and bronchitis or a condition 
like, anemia," said Dr. Donald Sell- 
ers, psychiatrist a Lutheran General • 
Hospital, Pork Ridge. 


"The second most common cause 


is a depression indicated by a loss of 
interest, feelings of inadequacy and 
sleep disturbances. Even if you sleep 
eight hours, you can be tired. It's a 
restless sleep." 


THE MOST COMMON times for 


this kind of mental depression is the 
fall and the spring although psy- 
chiatrists aren't sure why, Sellers 
said. 


"It starts after Thanksgiving and 


from then on its gangbustcrs on 
through New Year's," he said. "The 
holidays are a time for bringing up 
the good things and the bad things 
from childhood. People get depressed 
when something bad or something 
joyous 
happens. 
If 
it's 
joyous 


there's a letdown. People always 
want to prolong a good time." 


Being tired, being depressed is not 


restricted to the holiday and post- 
holiday season. "I'm tired" is some- 
thing you hear from friends and co- 
workers throughout the year. 


'"I'm tired' is often a smoke- 


screen for what's really bothering 
people. They say that rather than tell 
how they really feel," said Dr. Sta- 
nislaw Maslanka, psychiatrist on the 
staff at Forest Hospital, Des Plaines. 


Take the man who is heavily in 


debt and worried about where his 
family's next meal is coming from. 
He walks around slumped, without a 
smile. 


"You ask him what's wrong and 


he'll say 'Oh, I'm just tired,'" Mas- 
lanka said. "People who are really 
hurting will use the conventional 
phrase and everyone accepts It." 


MASLANKA OUTLINED several 


reasons for that tired feeling. After 
the holidays, people can experience 
real fatigue caused by extensive holi- 
day preparations and cramming of so- , 
cial gatherings, into two weeks. 
People who ore alone or lonely are 
often tired and feel apathetic and dis- 
interested, he said. People who are 
bored often feel tired. They are af- 
raid to take the risk to make changes 
In their lives that would alleviate the 
boredom," he said. 


"When too many emotional de- 


mands are mode on you and you

have too many standards to meet, 
you tend to shield yourself against 
the impact," Maslanka said. "In- 
stead of jumping out of bed in the 
morning and deciding right away 
how to meet the day, a person may 
move slowly to get ready to face the 
day. Then later as decisions come up 
he will begin to wake up, Maslanka 
said. 


"Everything we do is designed to 


keep us comfortable and on an even 
keel," he said. 


CONVERSELY, 
SAID 
Sellers, 


there is a weekend depression, espe- 
cially for the conscientious person 
who gets great satisfaction from his 
work. 


"They mope around and they 


sleep. One of the best treatments for 
that is to clean out the garage or 
wash the car or do something else 
you've neglected and feel guilty 
about," he said. 


Whatever you do, don't panic if 


you've got the blues, advise both doc- 
tors. Everyone suffers the malady. 


Plan things for the future, advises 


Maslanka, who recently got a mental 
lift by going through seed catalogs 
planning his spring garden and flow- 
erbeds. 


"All of us need some entity to look 


forward to, td give us pleasure," he 
said. "It docs take some courage and 
requires making decisions. There is 
some risk involved and you have to 
take some risks." 


There is a point, however, when 


depression becomes chronic and a 
serious medical disorder. That's the 
time when a person should seek 
some outside help. 


WGN METEOROLOGIST Harry 


Volkman offers another reason for 
feeling tired: the pressure of the at- 
mosphere. 


"If the pressure is lower than nor- 


mal it slows down the brain,'.' Volk- 
man said. "The blood doesn't get to 
the brain as fast and we tend to be 
tired and sluggish. There's the same 
effect when the barometer is drop- 
ping. High pressure has the opposite 
effect. You can awake with a new 
vim and vigor." 


Plan pact 
to be ready 
this month 


A contract for community development 


planning in Rolling Meadows will be pre- 
sented this month to a city council com- 
mittee. 


The contract proposal from Planning 


Horizons Inc., DCS Plalnes, will show 
higher prices and a longer schedule than 
originally planned. Wilton L. Battles, 
spokesman for the firm, said if the- city 
contracted for four specific planning 
projects, the cost including printing 
would be $23,500. 


Battles said the city still could meet 


application deadlines for federal funds 
under the U.S. Housing and Community 
Development Act. 


The four potential projects Battles 


could prepare are a land-use plan costing 
$4,000 and requiring four to five months, 
a community development plan costing 
$1,000 and requiring two to three months, 
a housing study costing $2,500 and requir- 
ing two to three months and a com- 
prehensive master plan costing $12,000 
plus $4,000 for printing and requiring a 
year for completion. 


The community development plan and 


the housing study are required to obtain 
funds under the Housing and Community 
Development Act passed by Congress in 
1974. Battles' proposal will not be re- 
viewed by the committee until Jan. 20. 
The final application deadline Is May 1. 


Battles termed the land-use plan a pri- 


ority item and said It would "graphically 
cover the types of uses that should be 
permitted and encouraged" for specific 
locations In the city. 


The master plan would "detail recom- 


mendations for improving Rolling Mead- 
ows," said Battles, and would include a 
statement of goals for types of growth, 
land use, development of economic base, 
present and future population, housing, 
public facilities,

These could include such items 
as housing, sewers, water supply system 
improvements, fire department facilities, 
street lights and other similar facilities. 


City panel

The second meeting of the Rolling 


Meadows long-range planning committee 
probably will be in late January, but it 
will not focus on a five-point planning 
contract proposed for the city. 


Aid. Thomas J. Waldron, 2nd, com- 


mittee chairman, said Thursday he does

"That seems like a short range thing,"

A year-round, night school program for 


pregnant student* enrolled in High 
School Dlst. 211 was approved by the 
board of education Thursday night In a 
5-2 vote.

• Stages of labor and delivery. 


• Physical and emotional needs of (ho 


child and parent. 


• Contraception. 
• Identity issues. 
• Financial needs and responsibilities. 
• Life goals. 


Civil Defense volunteers 
needed for new programs 


Palatine's Civil Defense Dept. Is look- 


Ing for volunteers for several new pro- 
grams this spring. 


Civil Defense membership has In- 


creased to 26 volunteers In recent 
months, with an additional six volunteer 
snowmobile operators, sold Edwin Taze- 
iaar.

"Our ultimate goal is 75 volunteers,"

Tazelaar said the 
proposal Is to have volunteers patrol the 
schools, parks and wells on the weekends 
and report any unusual activity to the 
Palatine Police Dcpt. 


"When vandalism gets to tho point 


where tho community Is really bothered 
by it; It can bo a Civil Defense problem, 
Tazelaar sold. "Wo would bo extra eyes 
and cars for tho police department." 


KLOOD-WATCII 
and 
weather-watch 


programs also are planned. The flood- 
watch program probably would involve 
four observers at strategic points during 
heavy rains to make certain creeks arc 
kept cleared. Tho weather-watch team 
would bo stationed on tho outskirts of the 
village to watch for severe thunder- 
storms or tornadoes. A public Information' 
program Is planned to Inform residents 
of tho meanings of tho different siren 
blasts. 


Training of a radlologlc defense team 


also is planned. These volunteers would 
be able to go to tho scene of a train, 
truck or other accident and determine If 
there was leakage of radioactive mate- 
rial.

courses Thursday. 


Board member Gene Hargrave ques- 


tioned whether the district was "treading 
into areas where it is not our province," 
or providing services already offered by 
other local agencies. 


Priscilla Powell, a teacher in tho dis- 


trict who helped draw up the program, 
said there are agencies that provide ser- 
vices to adolescents "but not to the ex- 
tent we are talking about. This is an op- 
portunity for these girls to get together 
as a group and share common problems. 
It's a combination of counseling and pre- 
natal education." 


Mrs. Powell said the district has an 


estimated 20 pregnant girls each year. At 
present there arc about 10 girls in the 
district who are pregnant and have elect- 
cd to complete the pregnancy. 


The amount of credit a student receiv- 


es will be determined by the faculty of 
the program, which will include a nurse 
and a certified teacher. The services of a 
social worker, psychologist and the guid- 
ance staff also will be available to stu- 
dents in the program. 


CLASSES WILL Include group dis- 


cussion, films, video tapes and a hospital 
visitation. 


Parental permission will not be re- 


quired for the program. "However we 
will make every {effort to involve par- 
ents," Mrs. Powell said. Parents will not 
have to participate, but the staff will at- 
tempt to get their cooperation and help 
them understand the program, she said. 


With the new program, a student can 


remain In regular school classes and en- 
roll In the program, enroll only In the 
program, or receive home tutoring and 
still enroll in the program. 


Hiring freeze, cutbacks 
on budget agenda Saturday 


A proposed freeze on village hiring and 


more belt-tightening measures will be 
considered by the Palatine Village Board 
at a special budget session Saturday. 


The board will meet'as a committee of 


the whole at 9 a.m. at Village Hall, 54 S. 
Brockway St. This is the third budget 
session called to make cutbacks in 
spending for the remaining four months 
of the 1074-73 fiscal year. 
. 


A freeze on village hiring was ap- 


proved .Sunday but strong objection from 
Village Mgr. Anton H. Harwig postponed 
a final decision. Harwig has said he 
should at least have the authority to 
move employes If key positions ore va- 
cated so tho village can maintain the 
same level of service. 


Several alternatives to a total freeze 


will be considered Saturday. These in- 
clude a freeze on the number of village 
employes, a freeze that would allow the 
transfer of employes from one position to 
another with the approval of the village 
president or village manager, and a 
freeze that would require board approval 
before employes could' be moved into 
now positions or new employes hired. 


Tho board also will review the water, 


road and bridge, motor fuel tax and cen- 
tral equipment funds. 


The board hopes the budget cuts will 


allow the village to go Into the 1975-76 
fiscal year with a surplus because of the 
uncertainty of the economic picture and 
projected reduced revenues.

quota. This was the second year tho vil- 
lage has not met the quota assigned by 
tho American Red Cross. Despite the 
shortage, tho American Red Cross has 
kept Palatine in tho program and guar- 
anteed all village resldents'an unlimited 
supply of blood when they need it. 


"We're going lo try harder this year. If 


every person would contribute just once 
a year we would more than meet our 
goal," Mrs. Sammons said. 


As an extra boost to the start of tho 


1075 blood assurance program. President 
Ford has proclaimed January National 
Volunteer Blood Donor Month. 


"I salute fellow citizens whose gener- 


osity helped save so many lives. I urge 
all our people to join the noble ranks of 
these volunteer blood donors and express 
my deep appreciation to those who have 
dedicated so much of their time and 
energy to this vital effort," Ford stated 


In his proclamation. 


PALATINE WILL conduct six blood 


drives during 1975, one every other 
month. The next drive Is tentatively 
scheduled for March 22. 


"If Palatine as a village meets Its

Life a drag? 


So you can't get your motor 


running? Don't like your job? 


Buddy, you've got THE BLAHS

It hits everyone at one time or an- 


other — that tired, draggy feeling. 


The alarm rings and although you 


went right to sleep after the 10 
o'clock news, you wonder where 
you'll get the energy to face a new 
day. You roll around, groaning. Not 
even a shot of Geritol or a dose of 
Vitamin E will help start those old 
motors running. 


You've got THE BLAHS, buddy, as 


some television commercials will tell 
you. Or the blues or whatever else 
you want to call it. Now is a particu- 
larly good time for them to strike: 
Christmas is over and ahead is cold, 
dark, dreary, dismal winter. Espe- 
cially for people who don't like to 
ski. 


"The most common cause of fa- 


tigue or malaise — not feeling up to 
par — is infectious disease like a 
cold and bronchitis or a condition 
like anemia," said Dr. Donald Sell- 
ers, psychiatrist a Lutheran General 
Hospital, Park Ridge. 


"The second most common cause 


is a depression indicated by a loss of 
interest, feelings of inadequacy and 
sleep disturbances. Even if you sleep 
eight hours, you can be tired. It's a 
restless sleep." 


THE MOST COMMON times for 


this kind of mental depression Is the 
fall and the spring although psy- 
chiatrists aren't sure why, Sellers 
said. 


"It starts after Thanksgiving and 


from then on its gangbusters on 
through New Year's," he said. "The 
holidays are a time for bringing up 
the good things and the bad things 
from childhood. People get depressed 
when something bad or something 
joyous 
happens. 
If 
it's 
joyous 


there's a letdown. People always 
want to prolong a good time." 


Being tired, being depressed is not 


restricted to the holiday and- post- 
holiday season. "I'm tired" is some- 
thing you hear from friends and co- 
workers throughout the year. 


'"I'm tired' is often a smoke- 


screen for what's really bothering 
people. They say that rather than tell 
how they really feel," said Dr. Sta- 
nlslaw Maslanka, psychiatrist on the 
staff at Forest Hospital, DCS Plaines. 


Take the man who is heavily in 


debt and worried about where his 
family's next meal Is coming from. 
He walks around slumped, without a 
smile. 


"You ask him what's wrong and 


he'll say 'Oh, I'm just tired,' " Mas- 
lanka said. "People who are really 
hurting will use the conventional 
phrase and everyone accepts it." 


MASLANKA OUTLINED several 


reasons for that tired feeling. After 
the holidays, people can experience 
real fatigue caused by extensive holi- 
day preparations and cramming of so- 
cial gatherings into two 'weeks. 
People who are alone or lonely are 
often tired and feel apathetic and dis- 
interested, he said. People who are 
bored-often feel tired. They are af- 
raid to take the risk to make changes 
in their lives that would alleviate the 
boredom," he said. 


"When too many emotional de- 


mands are made on you and you 
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have too many standards to meet, 
you tend to shield yourself against 
the impact," Maslanka said. "In- 
stead of jumping out of bed in the 
morning and deciding right away 
how to meet the day, a person may 
move slowly to get ready to face the 
day. Then later as decisions come up 
he will begin to wake up, Maslanka 
said. 


"Everything we do is designed to 


keep us comfortable and on an even 
keel," he said. 


CONVERSELY, 
SAID 
Sellers, 


there is a weekend depression, espe- 
-cially for tho conscientious person 
who gets great satisfaction from his- 
work. 


"They mope around and they 


sleep. One of the best treatments for 
that is to clean out the garage or 
wash the car or do something else 
you've neglected and feel guilty 
about," he said. 


Whatever you do, don't panic if 


you've got.the blues, advise both doc- 
tors. Everyone suffers the malady. . 


Plan things for the future, advises 


Maslanka, who recently got a mental 
lift by going through seed catalogs 
planning his spring garden and flow- 
erbeds. 


"All of us need some entity to look 


forward to, to give us pleasure," he 
said. "It does take some courage and 
requires making decisions. There is 
some risk involved and you have to 
take some risks." 


There is a point, however, when 


depression becomes chronic and a 
serious-medical disorder. That's the 
time when a person should seek 
some outside help. 


WGN METEOROLOGIST Harry 


Voikman offers another reason for 
feeling tired: the pressure of the at- 
mosphere. 


"If the pressure is lower than nor- 


mal it slows down -the brain," Voik- 
man said. "The blood doesn't get to 
the brain as fast and we tend to be 
tired and sluggish. There's the same 
effect when the barometer is drop- 
ping. High pressure has the opposite 
effect. You can awake with a new 
vim and vigor." 


Girl ivounded 
in mishap; 
charge youth 


A 15-year-old Rolling Meadows boy has 


been charged with aggravated battery in 
the shooting Sunday of Tammy Slove, 14, 
of 2502 Fremont St., Rolling Meadows.

THE YOUTHS WERE in the home of

They had been listen- 
ing to records, and the 30-30 Winchester, 
owned by Parker, was leaned against the 
wall in a corner of the bedroom where the 
family kept its phonograph, police said. 
They told police they had been playing 
with the rifle for up to two hours before 
the girl was wounded. 


When the shooting occurred, the youth 


was playing with the rifle in the bed- 
room, and the girl walked past the 
bedroom door, police said. The youth 
said he did not know how the ammuni- 
tion had gotten into the gun. No adults 
were home at the time. 


The youth was charged with the felony 


battery count, and taken to thb Audy 
Home until a preliminary hearing Mon- 
day. Juvenile court authorities released 
him in the custody of his parents pending 
a full hearing to be scheduled in about a 
week, police said. 


Police had withheld information on the 


shooting until asked about the incident 
Thursday by a reporter.

pation in each recycling day, Mrs. Go-- 
da\va added. She said the RED com- 
mittee would not make public its esti-' 
mates on anticipated revenues from the 
expanded program.

For planned Winston Knolls West 
Centex to seek park district transfer 


Centex Homes Corp., which will aeck 


approval from Hoffman Estates officials 
to develop 331 acres west of the Winston 
Knolls subdivision, will pursue efforts to 
transfer the property from the Palatine 
Park District to the Hoffman Estates 
Park District. 


Tho land Is bounded by Algonquin 


Road on the south, Palatine Road on the 
north, the Winston Knolls and Westbury 
subdivisions on the east and the Village 
of South Harrington on the west. ' 


It Is within the old Palatine Rural 


Park District, which merged last week 
with the Palatine Park District. Centex 
Is seeking approval from the village to 
develop MO houses, tentatively to be 
called Winston Knolls West. 


IF THOSE PLANS are approved, Cen- 


tex hopes to bring the site into the Hoff- 
man Estates Park District. 


A similar attempt to join the village 


pork district will be sought by the Meri- 
dian Development Co., developers of the 
407-acrc Westbury site northeast of the 
Centex land. 


"We made an application to disconnect 


from the Palatine district," William Lie- 
bow, regional vice president of Centex, 
sold Wednesday. "When we started talk- 
ing we were in the Palatine Rural dis- 
trict, but I understand now we are in the 
Palatine district." 


Llcbow said there was no indication 


from the rural district on whether the 
disannexation would be approved, but of- 
ficials for the new merged district have 
0aid consideration will be put off prob- 


ably at least a month while new commis- 
sioners become familiar with the propos- 
als. 


THE HOFFMAN ESTATES Park Dis- 


trict has indicated a willingness to as- 
\sumc jurisdiction of the Centex and 
Westbury lands so it can service all 
parts of the village. 


"As long as the land is in Hoffman Es- 


tates and the people will be in Hoffman 
Estates, the feeling is that they should be 
in the Hoffman Estates Park District," 
Licbow said. 


Proposals for development of the 331 


acres have been posed to the village by 
Centex several times during the past 
four years, but the village has turned 
down the plans, saying they contained 
too many apartment units. 


Plans now have eliminated all apart- 


ment units and call instead for houses, 
some of them on smaller-than-averagc 
lots. 


Preliminary studies presented to the 


village by Centex Indicate the project 
could have a population of some 4,280 
persons. 


Public hearings on the project are 


scheduled to begin Jan. 15 and will con- 
tinue Jan. 16. and 18 and, if necessary, 
Jan. 21.

All but one member of the Mount Pros- 


pect Village Board apparently favors the 
development of a plan for low-nnd mod- 
crnte-lncomo housing. 


Six board members said the- housing 


plan would provide Mount Prospect with 
a 
limited amount of self-protection 


against unwanted Imv-und moderate-In- 
come housing projects. The housing plan 
would Include a survey of existing village 
housing as well as possible sites and num- 
ber of housing units. 


Trustee Richard N. Hcmlrlcks said ho 


could not comment on whether ho fa- 
vored a housing plan. "There Is more to It 
than a simple question like that," he 
said. 


Trustee Kenneth V. Scholtcn, however, 


charged that Hcndrlcks is steering clear 
of the Issue because it is a potential hot 
potato In the upcoming election. 


THE: HOUSING MATTER was in 


Hcndrlcks' board committee until Mayor 
Robert D. Tclchert brought it out at a 


special meeting, saying the issue was 
"being studied to death." Scholtcn said 
Hendricks may have wanted to sit on the 
housing Issue until after the election, not- 
ing that Hemlricks resisted trustees' at- 
tempts to bring It out of committee. 


Hcndrlcks said he was "rather sur- 


prised" by Tclchcrt's action In bringing 
the action before the board, and sold he 
could not comment without additional 
study. He was absent from the special 
meeting called by Teichert to discuss 
housing questions with various govern- 
mental experts, the planning commis- 
sion, seniors advisory council and board 
members. 


Scholtcn echoed the statements of oth- 


er board members when he said "it 
would bo foolish not to" develop a hous- 
ing plan. He noted that by developing a 
housing plan, the village would at least 
be able to object to projects proposed for ' 
Mount Prospect by charging they did not 
fit In with the plan. 


"At least it gives us a review proce- 


dure," he sold. 


Trustee Marie L. Caylor said the vil- 


lage might lose federal funds under the 
federal Community Development Act if a 
housing plan is not developed. "I defi- 
nitely would favor it. I think it is some- 
thing that is long overdue," she said. 


ALTHOUGH TRUSTEE E. F. Richard- 


son was more hesitant about endorsing 
the housing plan, he sold he basically fa- 
vored the idea. "So someone else doesn't 
come in and tell us what to do, we should 
do it ourselves," he said. 


Trustee 0. T. Gustus called for devel- 


opment of a housing plan "for the protec- 
tion of the community" and Trustee 
George B. Anderson said such planning 
must be done on a "continual basis." 


Teichert is expected to propose a reso- 


lution calling for development of a hous- 
ing plan at a special board meeting 
Tuesday. He said he was glad the other 
board members were apparently endors- 
ing the plan.

Rob Roy concessions fail 
to help project's chances

Concessions made by Kcnroy Inc. of 


plans for tho Rob Roy Golf Course devel- 
opment have foiled to improve sig- 
nificantly tho project's chances for ac- 
ceptance by tho Mount Prospect Village 
Board. 


Two board members Thursday said 


they definitely will oppose tho project, 
with only a third negative voto needed to 
defeat It. Three board members said 
they still arc undecided. 


If tho project is defeated by the village 


board, Kcnroy officials said they will ap- 
ply to tho county for zoning that would 
allow construction of 4,500 units. The 
firm plans to develop only half tho 200- 
ncro golf course with 2,350 units, leaving 
on 18-hoId golf course to remain on tho 
site. 


Tho fnto of tho coursojs tho key to at 


toast one voto on tho'project, and possi- 
bly two. 


TRUSTEE Gcorgo Anderson sold ho 


will oppose tho project because he docs 
not feel there is sufficient guarantee that 
the golf course will remain as open 
space. Ho said Kcnroy should cither do- 


nate tho land or sign a 50-year covenant 
guaranteeing the golf course will not be 
destroyed. 


Kcnroy Is agreeing not to develop the 


land for 10 years and has worked out an 
agreement which would allow the River 
Trails Park District to purchase the 
property if funds arc available. 


Kcnroy earlier this week sought to 


make purchase by the park district eas- 
ier by promising that owners of the golf 
course would accept Installment pay- 
ments or revenue bonds instead of cash. 


Trustee Marie L. Caylor said she feels 


the park district must provide tho village 
with a more firm commitment to buy tho 
golf course before tho board can approve 
tho project. "Without tho confirmation of 
the open space in perpetuity, I would not 
favor tho development at all," she said. 


TRUSTEE 0. T. Gustus said he is con- 


vinced Kcnroy is doing everything pos- 
sible to propose a good development, but 
said the density of tho proposed devel- 
opment may bo too high a price to pay if 
the golf course is not preserved. "How 
much is open space worth to us?" he 
asked. 


Also undecided is Trustee E. F. Rich- 


ardson, who said he is concerned primar- 
ily about tho project's height, and den- 
sity. Ho sold he wonts to see how the 
highest buildings (nine stories) will ap- 
pear In drawings showing tho surround-, 
ing area. 


TRUSTEE Richard N. Hendricks said 


he opposes the project because of its den- 
sity and because of problems in the vil- 
lage's planned development ordinance. 
"I will not vote for another planned de- 
velopment ordinance in Mount Prospect 
as long as the present ordinance is in 
effect," he said. 


Noting the opposition from residents in 


tho Rob Roy area, Hendricks said, "One 
of tho biggest things I look for is com- 
ments from residents In the surrounding 
area." He said he might reconsider his 
position if the project were single-family 
homes. 


IN FAVOR OF the project is Trustee 


Kenneth V. Scholten, who said his only 
concern is about water end sewer tap-on 
fees. Kenroy has claimed present tap-on 
fees ore too high.

day. You roll around, groaning. Not 
even a shot of Gcritol or a dose of 
Vitamin E will help start those old 
motors running. 


You've got THE BLAHS, buddy, ns 


some television commercials will tell 
you. Or the blues or whatever else 
you want to call it. Now is a particu- 
larly good time for them to strike: 
Christmas is over and ahead is cold, 
dark, dreary, dismal winter. Espe- 
cially for people who don't like to 
ski. 


"The most common cause of. fa- 


tigue or malaise*— not feeling up to 
par — is infectious disease like a 
cold and bronchitis or a condition 
like anemia," said Dr. Donald Sell- 
ers, psychiatrist a Lutheran General 
Hospital, Park Ridge. 


"The second most common cause 


is a depression indicated by a loss of 
interest, feelings of inadequacy and 
sleep disturbances. Even if you sleep 
eight hours, you can be tired. It's a 
restless sleep." 


THE MOST COMMON times for 


this kind of mental depression is the 
fall and the spring although psy- 
•chlatrists aren't sure why, Sellers 
said. 


"It starts after Thanksgiving and 


from then on its gangbusters on 
through New Year's," he said. "The 
holidays* are a time for bringing up 
the good things and the bad things 
from childhood. People get depressed 
when something bad or something 
joyous 
happens. 
If it's joyous 


there's a letdown. People always 
want to prolong a good time." 


Being tired, being depressed Is not 


restricted to the holiday arid post- 
holiday season. "I'm tired" is some- 
thing you hear from friends and co- 
workers, throughout the year. 
" 'I'm tired' Is often a smoke- 


screen for what's really bothering 
people. They say'that rather than tell 
how they really feel," said Dr. Sta- 
nlslnw Maslanka, psychiatrist on the 
staff at Forest Hospital, DCS Plaines. 


Take the man who is heavily In 


debt and worried about where his 
family's next meal is coming from. 
He walks around slumped, without a 
smile. 


"You ask him what's wrong and 


he'll say 'Oh, I'm just tired,' " Mas- 
lanka said. "People who are really 
hurting will use the conventional 
phrase and everyone accepts it." 


MASLANKA OUTLINED several 


reasons for that tired feeling. After 
the holidays, people can experience 
real fatigue caused by extensive holi- 
day preparations and cramming of so- 
cial gatherings into two weeks.

Then later as decisions come up 
he will begin to wake up, Maslanka 
said.

ceiving proper treatment for medical 
problems and should bo allowed to travel 
home to visit his physician. 


A spokesman for tho Federal Bureau 


of Prisons in Washington D.C. told Tho 


Herald Thursday the charges arc untrue 
and he docs not know why Murray thinks 
Stavros has been given the "special of- 
fender" designation. 


Ho said (hero are numerous reasons a 


prisoner might bo designated as a "spe- 
cial offender." Those who pose a security 
risk, have prior prison records, aro wit- 
nesses In an upcoming trial or are yet to 
stand trial on stato charges may get the 
designation, the spokesman said. 


"A special offender Is a guy who wo

The attorney charges in the motion 


t h a t because of the classification, 
Stavros has been denied a furlough from 
prison and probably will have difficulty 
getting a parole. "I don't think there is 
any question that this is the cose and I 
intend to substantiate it in court," he 
said. 


The prison bureau spokesman said, 


however, that federal law only allows 
furloughs for prisoners who have a year 


or less of their sentence to serve. Stavros 
went to prison last June, thus leaving 
him with more than three years to serve. 


IN 'THE FOUR-PAGE motion, Murray 


further charges that the designation of 
Stavros as a "special offender" violates 
a spoken agreement between his client 
and the U.S. Attorney's office. The attor- 
ney said the guilty pica was made only 
after Stavros was assured he would not 
be put in that classification. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Steven J. Kadison 


said Thursday he does not know if 
Stavros is designated as a "special offen- 
der," but said his office did not make 
any promises to Stavros. For that rea- 
son, he said, his office will oppose Mur- 
ray's motion. 


When asked to define the "special of- 


fender" classification, Kadison said, 
"It's for bad people, usually someone 
who is connected with organized crime. I 
don't know if this would apply to him 
(Stavros) or not." 


Warden Lawrence Grossman of the 


L e x i n g t o n prison, reaffirmed that 
Stavros has not been designated as a 
"special offender." He also said Stavros 
is receiving proper medical attention. 


Building panel overturns 
sorters' approval of project 


The building committee of the Mount 


Prospect Village Board overturned zon- 
ing board approval of a proposed apart- 
ment building for 618 E. Algonquin Rd., 
unincorporated Elk Grove Township, and 
will recommend the full village board 
deny the zoning.

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Community development funds at stake 
Go slow on federal grant 
plan; residents warn panel

The Arlington Heights Community De- 


velopment Team was cautioned Thurs- 
day night not lo rush Into a $2.23 million 
federal grant program without adequate 
planning. 


Citizens at the second public hearing 


said the funds, under the U.S. Housing 
and Community Development Act, como 
with too many strings attached and with 
too many regulations subject to sudden 
change. 


The development team, composed of 


elected village officials, tho village ad- 
ministration and local business leaders, 
has tentatively Identified four programs 
that Mould qualify for tho grant money 
under existing guidelines: rovltullzntlon 
of tho central village area, acquisition of 
land for recreation and flood control, ac- 
quisition of land for low- and modcralc- 


Incomo housing and senior citizen hous- 
ing and historical preservation, 


ONE VILLAGE trustee, a plan com- 


missioner and a park district official 
wcro joined by ono of the planning team 
in a call for restraint in the application 
for the funds pending further study of the 
village's needs and the conditions of the 
grants. 


Madeline Schroedcr, a plan commis- 


sioner, said the team has not met with 
tho village's comprehensive plan commit- 
tee to determine what priorities have 
already been established. 


"We have had a number of adminis- 


t r a 11 v e impediments to the com- 
prehensive planning program having to 
do with personnel and money problems," 
said Mrs. Schroedcr, who is being consid- 
ered by the Arlington Heights Caucus as 
a candidate for trustee. 


She said it "should be clear to all of us 
... the comprehensive planning is an 
integral part of any such program," but 
that the village administration has 
blocked funds for planning by the com- 
mittee. 


VILLAGE TBUSTEE Alice Harms 


called upon the team to wait out the first 
year of the six-year program until "the 
shifting ground has settled."

Heights homeowners arc sighting side- 
walk plans In their neighborhoods, a 
group of homeowners on north Ridge Av- 
enue near Olive Street Is wondering 
whatever happened to tho sidewalks they 
requested two years ago. 


"Wo wrote a letter asking for side- 


walks In March 1973. We also asked tho 
village to clean up and fill In the vacant 
lots. Well, tho lots wcro filled, but we're 
still waiting for the sidewalks," said 
Dorothy Barker, 1315 N. Ridge Avc. 


Young children walk in tho street to 


nearby Olive and St. Peter Lutheran 
schools, she said. Regularly they encoun- 
ter can being driven to Arlington Hlghx 
School, four blocks farther 'south at 
Ridge and Euclid Avenue. 


"It seems every spring this becomes 


an urgent problem. The street becomes a 
regular drag-racing area for the high 
school," she said. 


IN MARCH 1974. nine Ridge residents 


sent another letter to the Board of Local 
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Improvements asking it to fill in tho 
sidewalk gaps along the vacant lots. The 
critical area Is a two-block stretch be- 
tween Ollvo and Onkton streets, Mrs. 
Barker said. 


"Everything was all set and ready to 


go," said BOLI Pros. Dave Patterson. 
The Ridge sidewalks are part of a west- 
side sidewalk project BOLI originally 
had targeted for next December. But 
with the controversy raging over side- 
walk plans for tho northeast quadrant, 
Scarsdale and Stoncgate subdivisions, "it 
is absolutely ridiculous to plan on any- 
thing," he said. 


To Mrs. Barker, the whole situation is 


"very ironic." "Everybody is screaming 
about sidewalks in their area, and I've 
been trying for two years to get them put 
in and am still waiting." 


Though the lots along Ridge without 


sldwalks-are vacant, BOLI still planned 
to require the walks and, if necessary, 
assess the property owners.

certain circumstances, 
whore 


we're filling in gaps, or on a direct route 
to a school, it doesn't matter whether or 
not tho property is developed," Patter- 
son said. Even if the lots are built on at 
some future point, the sidewalk need not 
be ripped out, he says. "Any contractor 
worth his salt should be able to cover 
them up with dirt and drive any equip- 
ment at all over them."

So you can't get your motor 


running? Don't like your job? 


Buddy, you've got THE BLAHS

It hits everyone at one time or an- 


other — that tired, druggy feeling. 


The alarm rings and although you 


went right to sleep after the 10 
o'clock news, you wonder where 
you'll get the energy to face a new 
day. You roll around, groaning. Not 
even a shot of Gerltol or a dose of 
Vitamin E will help start those old 
motors running. 


You've got THE BLAHS, buddy, as 


some television commercials will tell 
you. Or the blues or whatever else 
you want to call it. Now is a particu- 
larly good time for them to strike: 
Christmas is over and ahead is cold, 
dark, dreary, dismal winter. Espe- 
cially for people who don't like to 
ski. 


"The most common cause of fa- 


tigue or malaise — not feeling up to 
par — is infectious disease like a 
cold and bronchitis or a condition 
like anemia," said Dr. Donald Sell- 
ers, psychiatrist a Lutheran General 
Hospital, Park Ridge. 


"The second most common cause 


is a depression indicated by a loss of 
interest, feelings of inadequacy and 
sleep disturbances. Even if you sleep 
eight hours, you can be tired. It's a 
restless sleep." 


THE MOST COMMON times for 


this kind of mental depression is the 
fall and the spring although psy- 
chiatrists aren't sure why, Sellers 
said. 


"It starts after Thanksgiving and 


from then on its gangbusters on 
through New Year's," he said. "The 
holidays are a time for bringing up 
the good tilings and the bad things 
from childhood. People get depressed 
when something bad or something 
joyous 
happens. 
If it's joyous 


there's a letdown. People always 
want to prolong a good time." 


Being tired, being depressed is not 


restricted to the holiday and post- 
holiday season. "I'm tired" is some- 
thing you hear from friends and co- 
workers throughout the year. 


'"I'm tired' is often a smoke- 


screen for what's really bothering 
people. They say that rather than tell 
how they really feel," said Dr. Sta- 
nlslaw Maslanka, psychiatrist on the 
staff at Forest Hospital, DCS Plaines. 


Take the man who is heavily in 


debt and worried about where his 
family's next meal is coming from. 
He walks around slumped, without a 
smile. 


"You ask him what's wrong and 


he'll say 'Oh, I'm just tired,' " Mas- 
lanka said. "People who are really 
hurting will use the conventional 
phrase and everyone accepts it." 


MASLANKA OUTLINED several 


reasons for that tired feeling. After 
the holidays, people can experience 
real fatigue caused by extensive holi- 
day preparations and cramming of so- 
cial gatherings into two weeks. 
People who are alone or lonely arc 
often tired and feel apathetic and dis- 
interested, he said. People who ore 
bored often feel tired. They are af- 
raid to take the risk to make changes 
in their lives that would alleviate the 
boredom," he said. 


"When too many emotional de- 


mands are made on you and you 
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have too many standards to meet, 
you tend to shield yourself against 
the impact," Maslanka said. "In- 
stead of jumping out of bed in the 
morning and deciding right away 
how to meet the day, a person may 
move slowly to get ready to face the 
day. Then later as decisions come up 
he will begin to wake up, Maslanka 
said. 


"Everyfling we do is designed to 


keep us comfortable and on an even 
keel," he said. 


CONVERSELY, 
SAID 
Sellers, 


there is a weekend depression, espe- 
cially for the conscientious person 
who gets great satisfaction from his 
work. 


"They mope around and they 


sleep. One of the best treatments for 
that is to clean out the garage or 
wash the car or do something else 
you've neglected and feel guilty 
about," he said. 


Whatever you do, don't panic if 


you've got the blues, advise both doc- 
tors. Everyone suffers the malady. 


Plan things for the future, advises 


Maslanka, who recently got a mental 
lift by going through seed catalogs 
planning his spring garden and flow- 
erbeds. 


"All of us need some entity to look 


forward to, to give us pleasure," he 
said. "It does take some courage and 
requires making decisions. There is 
some risk involved and you have to 
take some risks." 


There is a point, however, when 


depression becomes chronic and a 
serious medical disorder. That's the 
time when a person should seek 
some outside help. 


WGN METEOROLOGIST Harry 


Volkman offers another reason for 
feeling tired: the pressure of the at- 
mosphere. 


"If the pressure is lower than nor- 


mal it slows down the brain," Volk- 
man said. "The blood doesn't get to 
the brain as fast and we tend to be 
tired and sluggish. There's the same 
effect when the barometer is drop- 
ping. High pressure has the opposite 
effect. You can awake with a new 
vim and vigor."
